THE  Bath  Hofpital,  though  hiftituted 
principally  for  the  purpofe  of  extend- 
ing-the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  Bath 
waters,  to  perfons  whofe  circumftances  could 
not  otherwife  enable  them  to  make  a  trial 
of  their  efficacy,  was  likewife  intended  to 
promote  medical  knowledge  and  experience, 
"  by  affording  conftant  opportunities  for  the 
"  phyficians  and  furgeons,  who  fhould  be 
^*  intruded  with  the  care  of  it,  of  impro- 
ving  themfelves  iri  the  knowledge  of  the 
"  right  ufe  of  thefe  medicinal  water^,  arid 

B  5*  that; 
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"  that,  by  their  publifliing  from  time  to  time 

their  experimental  gbfervations,  the  pubHc 
"  might  thereby  be  confiderably  benefited." 

The  late  Dr.  Summers,  Dr.  Oliver,  and 
Dr.  Charlton,  all  of  whom  attended  this 
charity,  have  each  of  them  in  confequence 
given  accounts  of  the  fuccefs  of  their  prac- 
tice in  the  Bath  hofpital,  which  have  been 
publiftied  J  and  have  greatly  contributed  to 
difFufe  the  knowledge  of  the  efficacy  of 
thefe  waters. 

To  add  frefli  evidence  to  that  already  ad- 
duced, and  to  explain  more  clearly  the  par- 
ticular cafes  wherein  their  good  efFe6ls  are 
the  moft  confpicuous,  is  the  intention  of 
this  publication. 

The  reader  will  take  notice,  that  what  is 
here  publiflied  regards  paralytic  cafes  only, 
which  are  the  principal,  but  by  no  means 
the  only  inftances,  wherein  the  efficacy  of 
the  Bath  waters  is  manifefted  in  the  Bath 
holpital. 

The 
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The  firft  thing  that  appears  in  the  follow- 
ing work  is  a  ftatement  of  the  fuccefs  of  the 
Bath  waters  for  the  laft  ten  years  in  the  va- 
rious kinds  of  paralytic  complaints,  as  far  as 
they  could  be  diftinguiflied.  This  is  extra6led 
carefully  from  the  hofpital  regifter,  and  con- 
tains a  fummary  of  all  the  paralytic  patients 
admitted  during  the  period  above  fpecified. 

To  this  are  added,  accounts  of  particular 
cafes,  feledled  by  the  Faculty  attending  the 
hofpital,  which  they  think  tend  to  elucidate 
the  efficacy  of  the  Bath  waters  in  various 
kinds  and  ftages  of  paralytic  difeafes. 

It  is  proper  to  apprife  the  reader,  that  this 
publication  is  drawn  up  by  the  phyficians 
and  furgeons  attending  the  hofpital,  who  have 
been  particularly  careful  to  afcribe  in  it  no 
effefts  to  the  waters  which  they  did  not  really 
and  evidently  polTefs.  Fadls  alone  are  intended 
to  be  related,  as  it  is  from  thefe  only,  when 
defcribed  with  candour,  that  the  medical  pro- 
perties of  any  remedy  can  be  afcertained.

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It  is  thought  proper  to  infert  here,  in  con- 
firmation of  the  facts  related  in  the  follow- 
ing narrative,  fome  account  of  the  manner 
of  proceeding  at  the  difcharge  of,  the  patients 
from  the  hofpital. 

in  order  that  the  efFe6ls  of  the  waters 
may  not  be  magnified  or  mifreprefented  in 
the  account  of  the  ftate  of  tjie  hofpital  that 
is  yearly  publifhed,  it  is  a  rule  with  the 
phyficians  nev  er  to  fet  down  any  patient  as 
aired,  whilft  he  has  any  degree  of  the  dif- 
order  for  which  he  was  admitted  remaining; 
if  the  flighteft  degree  be  left,  he  is  only  fet 
down  as  much  better. 

None  are  ever  difcharged  as  much  better, 
unlefs  their  amendment  be  very  confiderable. 
In  doubtful' cafes,  it  is  ufual  to  attribute  too 
little,  rather  thah'  too  much,  to  the  efficacy 
of  the  waters. 

All  the  patients,  after  being  minuted  to 
be  difcharged  by  the  phyfician  that  attends 
them,  are  examined,  previous  to  their  a6lual 

difcharge. 
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difeharge,  by  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  at 
l^fge  belonging  to  the  hofpital,  ,who  meet 
at ;  the  phyficians'  room  for  this  purpofe 
^veify!:W.edn€ifciqy  afternoon,  previous  to  the 
afTembling  of  the  committee. 

This  is  done,  iu  order  that  any  miftake  in 
the  report  of  the  ftate  of  the  patient's  health 
may  be  corrected,  previous  to  fach  report 
being  regiftered. 

Laftly,  All  the  patients  that  are  dire6ted 
to  be  difcharged  are  produced,  after  their 
examination  by  the  faculty  at  large,  before 
the  committee;  where  they  are  again  ex- 
amined, and  particularly  as  to  their  ftate  of 
health  at  the  time  of  their  admiflion,  in  order 
to  compare  it  with  the  ftate  in  which  they 
appear  at  their  difeharge. 

As  a  trial  of  the  Bath  waters '  for  a  long 
time  together  is  often  neceffary,  the  rules  of 
the  hofpital  do  not  require  the  name  of  any 
patient  t-o  be  fignified  to  the  general  meet- 
ing on  account  of  his  ftay  in  the  houfe, 
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until  he  has  been  a  patient  for  fix  months 
fucceflivelyi  and  if  it  be  certified  by  the 
attending  phyfician,  that  any  patient  who 
has  already  remained  that  time,  would  be 
likely  to  be  benefited  by  a  longer  trial,  fuch 
permiffion  is  ufual  to  be  allowed. 

An  accurate  regifter  is  kept  by  the  apo- 
thecary of  each  patient's  name,  age,  place  of 
refidence,  difeafe,  time  of  admiffion,  time  of 
ft  ay  in  the  houfe,  time  of  difcharge,  and  his 
ftate  of  health  when  difcharged.

Many  of  the  palfies  for  which  no  obvious 
caufe  coulc^be  .alTignedjc  were  preceded  By 
apoplexy,  which  is  .66  reafon  .wHy  benefit 
may  not  be"  e^pd£f dd 'from  the  Bath  waters; 
in  fuch  cafes,  many  of  th^s  kind  in  the  abqye 
account  hav^ing  been  either  cured  or  rnuch 
relieved. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  is  about  i  in  30 
of  the  number  admitted.  Above  one-third 
of  the  patients  received  into  the  hofpital  for 
this  complaint  were  under  30  years  of  age. 

Much  the  greateft  part  of  thofe  patients 
who  received  a  cure,  or  any  confiderable  be- 
nefit, remained  in  the  houfe  from  three  to 
nine  months  and  upwards.  A  large  pro- 
portion 
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portion  of  the  above  cafes  were  difcharged 
from  other  hofpitals  as  being  incapable  of 
receiving  farther  relief  yet  feveral  of  thefe 
were  relieved  in  the  Bath  hofpital,  and  fome 
received  a  perfe6l  cure.

CASE  I. 
Palsy  after  Lying-in. 

MARY  VENMORE,  of  Hereford,  aged 
30,  ill  three  months,  with  a  total  lofs 
of  the  ufe  of  her  lower  limbs  after  lying-in, 
was  admitted  Auguft  the  loth,  1785.  She 
had  loft  the  partial  ufe  of  them  three  years 
before,  by  an  inflammatory  rheumatifmi  but 
could  then  walk  about  by  the  help  of  a  ftick. 

After  the  ufual  preparation,  this  patient 
was  ordered  the  waters  internally  and  exter- 
nally. But  they  were  obliged  to  give  place 
to  an  emetic,  a  folutive  draught,  and  anti- 
febrile medicines,  until  the  1 3th  of  Septem- 
ber, 
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ber,- when  the  ufe  of  the  bath  twice  a  week 
was  relumed,  and  continued  to  the  time  of 
her  difcharge.  In  this  cafe  bark,  .antifpaf- 
modics,  fedatives,  and  ftimulants,  were  occa- 
fionally  neceflary  to  increafe  the  ftrength, 
abate  the  fpafms  fhe  frequently  complained 
of,  efpecially  at  night,  and  invigorate  the 
conftitution.  Great  attention,  and  a  confi- 
derable  quantity  of  medicine,  were  necefTary 
in  this  cafe  3  but  in  the  fpace  of  four  months 
and  three  weeks,  flie  was  fo  far  recovered  as 
to  be  able  to  walk  with  the  afliftance  of  a 
ftick;  and  there  were  reafonable  expe6lations 
that  farther  benefit  might  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  waters,  had  fhe  continued 
bathing  'till  the  fpring  had  been  farther  ad- 
vanced: but  the  urgent  ftate  of  her  affairs  at 
home  requiring  her  a;ttendance,  at  her"  own 
earneft  defire,  flie  was  difmiffed  much  better. 


CASE  II. 

Palsy  after  Lying-in. 

BETTY  SMITH,  of  South- Wraxall,  in 
the  parifli  of  Bradford,  aged  28,  was  ad- 
mitted 
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imitted  the  15th  of'  Auguft  1785;  ill  twelve 
^ weeks  with  a  paralytic  weaknefs  of  both 
llegs,  which  deprived  her  of  the  ufe  of  them, 
;after  lying-in. 

Her  fir  ft  diforder  was  a  violent  pain  in 
Iboth  hips  and  legs,  attended  with  great  ten- 
;fion,  but  no  fever  or  inflammation  of  confe- 
iquence.    By  fomentations  the  tenfion  in  a 
few  days  abated,  but  the  pain  increafed,  and 
had  not  entirely  ceafed  at  the  time  of  her  ad- 
miflion,  neither  was  the  tenfion  upon  her 
hips  entirely  fubfided.    The  paralyfis  of  her 
lower  limbs  rendered  her  incapable  of  walk- 
ing, and  fhe  had  a  confiderable  degree  of 
fpafmodic  contraflron  in  them. 

She  was  immediately  put  upon  the  ex- 
ternal ufe  of  the  water  twice  a  week,  and 
took  a  bark  eleQuary  twice  a  day,  which  at 
the  latter  end  of  her  continuance  in  the  hof- 
pital  was  exchanged  for  pills,  compofed  of 
Pil.  Rufi  and  Sal  MaftilSi  and  fhe  was  dif- 
charged  cured  the  loth  of  November  1785, 
three  months  and  out  day  fr6m  the  time  of 
her  admilTion. 

The  phyficians  and  Hirgeons  belonging  to 
the  hofpital  are  at  all  times  attentive  to  the 
intereft  of  the  houfe,  by  ordering  as*  little 

medicine, 
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medicine,  internally  or  externally,  as  pof- 
fible;  and  depending  upon  the  waters  alone 
as  far  as  they  will  go.  No  other  medicine 
was  ordered  in  the  prefent  cafe  but  thofe 
above-mentioned. 


CASE  III. 
Palsy  from  Cold. 

WILLIAM  TOOP,  of  Frome,  aged  35, 
ill  two  months  with  the  lofs  of  his  lower 
limbs  by  going  into  the  water  to  gather 
water-crelTes,  was  admitted  the  14th  of  July 
1786.  After  a  folutive  draught,  he  was  im- 
mediately put  upon  drinking  the  waters, 
and  ordered  to  bathe  twice  a  week,  and  take 
3  grains  of  calomel  once  a  week^  upon  the 
third  time  of  his  going  into  the  bath,  his 
limbs,  which  had  been  totally  ufelefs,  were 
reftored  to  their  ftrength,  and  he  continued 
well  to  the  time  of  his  leaving  the  hofpital, 
on  the  loth  of  Auguft  1786,  having  been  in 
it  only  one  month  and  two  days. 

The 
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The  above  cafe,  and  others  that  occur, 
feem  to  countenance  an  opinion  entertained 
by  fome,  that  the  Bath  waters  do  not  require 
any  medicine  to  be  taken  with  them,  or  du- 
ring the  time  they  are  drank.  But  thefe 
waters  are  by  no  means  a  panacea,  and  often 
require  affiftance  from  medicine  whilft  they 
are  drank  j  neither  will  they  defend  thofe 
who  ufe  them  externally  or  internally  from 
the  various  diforders  incident  to  them  at 
their  own  houfes  or  any  other  place  than 
Bath:  And  we  often  find  it  abfolutely  necef- 
fary  to  give  a  conliderable  quantity  of  me- 
dicine before  the  Bath  waters  can  with  fafety 
be  drank. 


CASE  IV. 

Palsy  from  Cold. 

WILLIAM  BALL,  of  the  parifii  of  Box, 
13  years  of  age,  was  feized  with  violent 
pain  in  all  his  limbs,  in  confequence  of  ta- 
king cold;  his  hands  and  feet  were  alfo 
much  fwoln ;  but  the  tumours  fubfiding,  he 

loft 
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loft  the  ufe  of  both  the  upper  and  lower  ex- 
tremities; fome  of  the  upper  vertebrae  alfo 
appeared  to  be  diflocated.:  In  this  condition 
he  was  brought  to  the  hofpital  Feb.  the  13th, 
1782,  having  then  beeii  ill  B  months. 

After  a  folutive  draught,  he  was  immedi- 
ately put  upon  the  ufual  courfe  of  drinking 
and  bathing,  and  a  faponaceous  ftimulating 
liniment  applied  to  the  fpine,  which  was  dif- 
continued  April  the  nth,  upon  his  falling 
ill  with  the  fm all-pox.  The  batliing,  being 
thus  interrupted  for  the  fpace  of  a  month, 
was  refumed  at  his  return,  and  was  continued 
to  the  time  of  his  difcharge,  June  the  19th, 
1782,  after  the  ufe  of  the  waters  only  three 
months  and  fix  days,  exclufive  of  the  month's 
abfence  on  account  of  the  fmall-pox. 


CASE  V. 

Palsy  from  Cold  and  Damp. 

DAVID  HOUSE,  a  wine-cooper,  aged  30 
years,  of  St.  Mary  RedclifFe,  Briftol,  was 
feized  with  a  violent  cold  after  remaining' fe- 
veral  hours  in  a  cold,  damp  cellar,  whilft  he 

was 


was  bottling  wine.  This  terminated  in  a 
paralytic  ftroke,  which  was  attended  with 
great  weaknefs  in  all  his  limbs.  When  he 
came  into  the  houfe  he  was  juft  able  to  walk 
without  affiftance  ;  but  his  arms,  fhoulders, 
legSj  and  thighs,  were  extremely  weak.  He 
had  alfo  a  flight  head-ach,  with  a  difpofition 
to  faTntnefs  at  times.  His  fenfes  were  per- 
fe6t,  his  appetite  good,  and  his  body  regular. 
He- took  no  medicine,  except  one  gentle  dofe 
of  phyfic  at  his  coming  in.  He  drank  half  a 
pint  of  the  hot  bath  water  twice  a  day,  and 
bathed  twice  a  week.  He  was  admitted  Ocl. 
30,  1784,  and  difcharged  Dec.  3,  of  the  fame 
year,  aireJ.    Stay  in  the  hofpital  34  days. 


CASE  VI. 
Valsy  from  Cold  a7id  Damp. 

JOHN  HOLBROOK,  of  Burnet  in  the 
county  of  Somerfet,  aged  24,  was  admitted 
into  the  Bath  hofpital  Nov.  3,  1784.  About 
three  months  before,  he  was  wet  with  a 

C  fhower 
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fliower  of  rain  whilft  at  work  in  the  harveft, 
and  was  fo  imprudent  as  to  lie  down  on  the 
ground,  which  was  damp,  in  his  wet  cloaths, 
and  to  fleep  there  for  fome  time.  Soon  after 
he  awoke  he  had  a  paralytic  attack  which 
afFe6led  his  lower  extremities,  but  principally 
his  left  leg  and  foot,  which  at  his  coming  to 
the  hofpital  were  much  wafted,  and  very 
weak.  He  was  however  juft  able  to  walk 
with  a  ftick.  His  fenfes  were  perfe£i:,  his 
body  regular,  and  appetite  good.  He  took 
one  gentle  dofe  of  opening  phyfic  at  his 
coming  in,  and  an  infufion  of  muftard-feed 
and  horfe-radifh  daily  j  but  no  other  medi- 
cines. He  ufed  the  pump  on  his  limbs, 
and  drank  the  water  in  the  ufual  quantity, 
which  is  about  twenty  ounces  daily.  He 
was  dKch^rged  cured  May  the  nth,  1785, 
after  27  weeks  ftay.' 


CASE  VII. 
Palsy  from  fudden  Check  of  Perspiration. 

GEORGE  LOVE,  aged  25,  of  Englifti- 
combe,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  was  ad- 
mitted 
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mltted  Nov.  3,  1784.  His  complaint  was 
a  general  weaknefs  of  his  limbs,  which  came 
on  fuddenly,  on  his  drinking  a  large  draught 
of  cold  water,  when  fweating  profufely  from 
hard  labour.  His  limbs  were  much  pained, 
but  no  fwelling  or  rednefs.  He  was  juft  able 
to  walk,  but  very  feebly.  His  health  in 
other  refpe(5ls  tolerably  good.  Soon  after  his 
coming  into  the  houfe,  he  was  attacked  with 
fome  degree  of  a  peripneumonic  complaint, 
which  rendered  it  neceflary  for  him  to  be 
bled  twice,  and  take  fome  antimonial  medi- 
cines. Notwithftanding  this  obftacle  to  his 
ufing  the  bath,  he  was  on  December  2  2d, 
or  about  feven  weeks  after  his  coming  in, 
difcharged  cured. 


CASE  VIII. 
Palsy  from  Cold. 

HENRY  BALL,  of  Bradford,  Wiltfhire, 
aged  60,  was  admitted  into  the  Bath  hof- 
pital,  June  30,  1784.  He  was  a  perfeft 
cripple  from  the  hips  downwards,  and  had 

C  2  great 
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great  pain  in  his  lower  extremities.  His 
health  in  other  refpefts  was  not  much  af- 
fe6ted.  Thefe  complaints  came  on  after  he 
had  been  walking  for  a  confiderable  time  in 
the  fnoWj  in  the  month  of  January  prece- 
ding.   He  began  drinking  the  waters,  and 

"-bathing  twice  a  week,  immediately,  on  his 
admilTion.  His  pains  foon  abated,  but  he 
perceived  no  acquifition  of  ftrength .  for ;  a 
long  time;  this  however  began  to  return  at 
laft,  and  about  Chriftmas  (fix  months  after 
his  admiflion)  he  was  able  to  fland  upright 
with  affiflance,  and  was  put  upon  a  pair  of 
crutches,  which  he  foon  began  to  be  able  to 

.  ufe  in  walking.  About  three  months  after- 
wards he  was  able  to  come  down  ftairs  with 
his  crutches,  and  to  walk  out  into  the  open 
air.  Soon  after  he  became  able  to  walk  with  a 
crutch  and  a  ftick,  and  in  a  little  time  after- 
wards with  two  flicks.  At  laft,  after  fifty 
weeks  flay,  he  was  difcharged  June  15,  1785, 
able  to  walk  with  the  afTiftance  of  one  flight 
flick  only,  and  perfe6lly  well  in  health. 

He  took  of  medicines  during  his  ftay  in 
the  hofpital,  two  drachms  at  night  of  the 
paregoric  elixir,  to  allay  his  pain,  and  an 

aloetic 
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aloetic  pill  occafionally  to  obviate  the  coftive- 
nefs  occafioned  by  the  opiate.  He  alfo  took 
the  bulk  of  a  nutmeg  twice  a  day  of  a  warm 
ele6luary  compofed  of  muftard-feed  and  gin- 
ger for  fome  time,  and  a  warm  infufion  of 
muftard-feed  and  horfe-radifli;  but  the  opiate 
was  left  off  when  his  pain  abated,  and  the 
electuary  and  infufion  not  conftantly  ufed. 

This  cafe  affords  a  remarkable  inftance  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  long-continued  ufe  of  the 
Bath  waters  in  paralytic  cafes.  Had  the 
above  patient  been  able  to  make  a  trial  of 
the  waters  for  five  months  only,  little  benefit 
would  have  been  received,  except  in  the 
abatement  of  his  pain.  As  he  was  rather 
lame  when  he  was  difcharged,  he  was  not 
put  down  as  cured^  but  only  as  much  better ^ 
though  his  amendment  was  fuch  as  to  have 
juftified  an  exprefTion  of  a  more  extenfive 
meaning. 

I  have  feen  this  patient  fmce  the  above 
cafe  was  drawn  up,  and  he  was  confiderably 
better  than  when  difcharged^  being  able  to 
walk  without  any  afTiftance,  and  to  do  any 
work  that  did  not  require  great  ftrength.

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C  A  S  E  IX. 
Palsy  from  Colic. 

JOHN  EVANS,  aged  36,  of  St.  Martin's 
parifti  in  Salifbury,  loll  the  ufe  of  his  hands 
and  arms,  after  drinking  ftale  fmall  beer  in 
hot  weather  when  at  work,  and  became  a 
patient  in  the  Bath  hofpital  Feb.  6,  1785. 
His  arms  hung  pendulous  from  his  fhoui- 
ders  like  flails,  and  his  fingers  were  flrongly 
contracted  to  the  palms  of  his  hands. 

This  man  was  troubled  with  a  cough,  and 
withal  fo  weak  and  feverifh,  that  he  could 
not  bear  the  waters,  either  externally  or  in- 
ternally, until  the  13  th  of  April,  when  he 
began  upon  bathing,  but  was  ordered  it  then 
only  once  a  week,  the  pump  was  alfo  or- 
dered to  be  ufed  upon  the  arms  and  hands. 
A  volatile  liniment  of  neat's-foot  oil  and 
fpirit  of  hartfhorn  was  afterwards  applied  to 
relieve  the  rigidity  with  which  the  fingers 
were  contracted.  Blifters  were  not  neglected, 
nor  the  ufe  of  cantharides  externally.  In 
this  manner  he  was  treated,  with  great  at- 
tention. 
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attention,  to  the  15th  of  March  1786,  when 
he  was  difcharged  much  better,  after  a  con- 
tinuance in  the  houfe  for  one  year,  one 
month,  and  twenty-one  days. 

So  long  a  continuance  in  the  hofpital 
would  by  no  means  have  been  allowed,  had 
not  the  inveteracy  of  the  patient's  complaint 
been  obvious  j  his  amendment,  though  flow, 
vifible  ;  and  the  almoft  impoflibility  of  his 
receiving  relief  by  any  other  means,  probable. 


CASE  X. 
Palsy  from  Coi.t>  and  Furgjug. 

ELIZABETH  SKRINE,  aged  35-,  of 
Bath-]^afton,  ill  one  month  with  an  hemi- 
plegy,  was  admitted  Dec.  25,  1782.  She  had 
a  cold  attended  with  a  purging,  which  was  a 
diforder  at  that  time  very  frequent,  and  upon 
this  complaint  being  removed,  fhe  loft  the 
ufe  of  her  right  fide. 

After  the  preparation  of  a  folutive  draught, 
fhe  began  drinking  the  waters,  and  upon 
January  the  third,  flie  was  ordered  into  the 

bath. 
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bath.  She  continued  bathing,  as  ufual,  twice 
a.week,  to  January  the  22d,  1783,  and  was 
then  difcharged  cured,  within  the  fpace  of 
one  month. 


CASE  XI. 
Palsy  from  a  Bilious  Colic. 

JAMES  LINCH,  of  Lullington  in  Wilt- 
fhire,  aged  21,  ill  eighteen  weeks  with  a  total 
lofs  of  all  his  limbs,  from  a  bilious  colic  at- 
tended with  coftivenefs,  was  admitted  the 
nth  of  April  1782. 

This  patient  was  brought  into  the  hofpital 
upon  a  bed,  greatly  emaciated,  and  unable 
to  move  hand  or  foot,  and  fpafmodic*  affec- 
tions had  occafioned.  a  contra6lion  of  the 
right  foot,  which  turned  inwards. 

After  the  coi^ive  habit  was  amended,  and 
he  had  reqpvered  fome  ibrength  from  tlie 
houfe  diet,  the  Bath  water  was.,adminiftered 
internally;  but  not  agreeing,  recpurfe  was 
had  to  the.  cortex  in  decoction,  which  being 
omitted,  he  took  the  bark  in  fubftance,  and 

drank 
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drank  the  Bath  water.  A  blifter  was  alfo 
applied  to  the  top  of  the  vertebrae,  he  being 
now  ftrong  enough  to  fit  up.  The  above 
courfe  of  medicines  was  now  interrupted  by 
a  cold  taken;  which  being  removed,  he  was 
ordered  into  the  bath  once  a  week  only,  his 
ftrength  not  being  fufficient  to  bear  it 
oftener.  He  was  next  ordered  to  drink  the 
Bath  water,  and  to  have  his  wrifts  pumped 
upon.  Thefe  dire6lions  were  followed  daily 
to  the  time  of  his  difcharge,  except  when  in- 
terrupted by  a  fecond  cold.  Auguft  the  1 9th, 
a  lubricating  ftimulating  liniment  was  ap- 
plied to  the  ham  of  the  right  leg,  to  affift  the 
waters  in  removing  its  contra6lion.  Having 
then  recovered  a  fufficient  degree  of  ftrength, 
he  was  ordered  the  ufe  of  the  bath  twice  a 
week;  and  to  have  the  right  leg  pumped 
upon  on  the  intermediate  days.  A  fecond 
cold  put  a  ftop  to  thefe  proceedings,  as  above 
mentioned;  but  from  the  20th  of  December 
to  the  2 2d  of  January  he  regularly  continued 
drinking  the  water,  pumping  his  wrifts,  and 
bathing  twice  a  week,  and  was  then  dif - 
charged  much  better,  having  recovered  the 
ftrength  of  his  hands  and  body  fufficient  to 

work. 
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work,  and  walk  about  with  the  help  only  of 
a  flick,  after  being  in  the  hofpital  nine 
months  and  eleven  days. 

The  continuance  of  this  patient  fo  long 
beyond  the  ufual  period  of  fix  months,  was 
fully  juftified,  by  his  being  raifed  fo  far  be- 
yond the  extreme  debilitated  ftate  in  which 
he  was  brought  into  the  hofpital. 

Upon  application  for  a  re-admiflion,  this 
man  was  taken  into  the  hofpital  a  fecond 
time,  November  the  27th,  1783,  his  right 
leg  being  yet  weak.  By  the  ufual  courfe  of 
bathing,  and  pumping  the  leg,  he  was  dif- 
charged  curedt  April  the  28th  following, 
having  then  been  in  the  hofpital,  from  his 
re-admiflion,  five  months  and  one  day. 

So  great  an  indulgence  is  never  granted,  but 
*  in  very  extraordinary  cafes,  and  when  there 
are  well-grounded  expectations  of  relief. 


CASE  XII. 
Palsy  from  Lead  or  Copper. 

SAMUEL  SMITH,  aged  47,  a  fervant  to 
Mr.  Wedgwood,  in  Greek-flreet,  Soho,  ill 

one 
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one  year  and  an  half,  with  dropt  hands, 
from  the  ufe  of  paint,  was  admitted  April 
the  2oth,  1786 ;  and,  by  drinking  the  water 
conftantly,  bathing  twice  a  week,  and  pump- 
ing the  hands  and  wrifts  on  the  interme- 
diate days,  was  difcharged  cured  the  5th  of 
July  following,  viz.  after  a  refidence  in  the 
hofpital  of  two  months  and  fifteen  days. 


CASE  XIII. 

Paralytic  Affection  of  the  Wrists  from 
pointijtg  c/'  Pins. 

WILLIAM  PIINTON,  aged  44,  of  the 
parifli  of  St.  John  s  in  the  city  of  Glou- 
cefter,  was  admitted  into  the  infirmary  there 
for  a  paralytic  weaknefs  in  the  hands  and 
wrifts,  occafioned  by  his  employment  in. 
pointing  pins,  which  expofed  him  to  the 
unft  of  the  materials.  Having  received  little 
benefit,  he  came  into  the  Bath  hofpital, 
March  15,  1785,  and  remaining  till  July  27, 
1785,  was  difcharged  nearly  cured. 

He 
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He  drank  the  waters,  pumped  daily  on  the 
hands,  uled  a  volatile  liniment,  and  had 
blifters  applied  to  the  wrifls.  The  fymp- 
toms  arifing  from  the  life  of  the  pin-duft  are 
found  to  bear  great  refemblance  to  the  effe(5ls 
arihng  from  lead,  in  which  cafes,  the  Bath 
waters  are  found  to  be  fo  remarkably  effi- 
cacious. 

Several  patients  injured  by  working  in  the 
brafs-foundery,  have  been  cured  in  the  Bath 
hofpital. 


CASE  XIV. 
Palsy  from  White  Lead. 

JAMES  'LEWIS  MARKES,  aged  30,  of 
St.  Mary  Stratford-le-Bow,  Middlefex,  was 
admitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital,  Jan.  28, 
1785.  He  was  a  houfe-painter  by  trade, 
and  had  fuffered  much  from  the  colic,  at- 
tendant on  that  bufmefs.  When  he  was 
taken  in,  his  bowels  were  eafy,  but  his  hands 
were  totally  ufelefs,  hanging  down  at  nearly 
right  angles,  vyith  his  arm.    The  mufcles 

like  wife 
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likewife  that  form  the  ball  of  the  thumb, 
were  fo  wafted  as  to  form  a  confiderable 
hollownefs  inftead  of  the  ufual  prominence; 
After  taking  a  gentle  dofe  of  purging  phyfic, 
he  was  direiSled  to  drink  the  waters,  to 
bathe  twice  a  week,  and  to  punlp  the  hands 
daily.  He  alfo  took  ten  grains  of  the  aro- 
matic pill  occafionally  to  keep  the  body  re- 
gular, and  had  blifters  to  his  :  arms  and 
hands,  a  pra6lice  found  to  be  very  effe6bual 
in  relieving  this  complaint,  and  raoft  fuccefs- 
ful  after  the  pump  has  been  fome  time  tried. 
He  alfo  rubbed  his  hands  occafionally*  -witli 
•an  embrocation  .of; tin6lu re  of  cantharideB. 
He  was  difcharged  Jan.  1 1,  1786,  after  fifty 
weeks  ftay,  much  better^  being  able  to  uie  his 
hands  very  wellrfor  the  common  purpofes  of 
life,  but  not  for  any  laborious  .operation. 
He  could  drefs  himfelf,  cut  his  Yi6lu3ls, 
write,  and  ufe  a  pair  of  fcillars  tolerably  wdl. 
The  mufcles  of  his  thumb  were  much  en- 
larged, when  compared  with  their  ftate  4t 
his  admiffion. 


CASE 
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CASE  XV. 
Palsy  from  White  Lead,  taken  iniemally, 

ANNE  CHALACOMBE,  aged  30,  of 
Pilton,  Devonfhire,  was  admitted  into  the 
Bath  hofpital,  April  16,  1785.  The  cafe 
and  lituation  of  this  poor  woman  was  every 
way  deplorable. 

Some  time  before  her  admiffion,  fhe  had 
mixed  up  a  powder,  which  ftie  took  to  be 
eream  of  tartar  and  flour  of  fulphur,  in  order 
to  give  fome  of  it  to  two  of  her  children ; 
who  appearing  averfe  to  taking  it,  Ihe  fwal- 
lowed  fome  herfelf  in  order  to  encourage 
them  to  do  the  hke.  The  two  children  foon 
died,  and  the  woman  was  brought  into  a 
miferable  condition  the  powder  which  fhe 
had  given  to  them,  and  taken  herfelf,  turn- 
ing out  to  be  cerulTe,  or  white  lead,  which 
had  been  got  for  the  purpofe  of  rubbing  fuch 
parts  of  the  children  as  had  been  galled  by 
the  fri£tion  of  their  cloaths. 

When  admitted  into  the  hofpital,  which 
was  about  two  months  after  the  above- 

menjtioned 
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mentioned  accident,  flie  had  nearly  loft  the 
ufe  of  all  her  limbs,  being  quite  unable  to 
drefs  or  undrefs  herfelf,  or  to  walk,  even 
though  fupported.  She  alfo  laboured  under 
violent  flooding,  owing  to  a  mifcarriage, 
which  followed  immediately  on  her  taking 
the  cerufle.  Her  appetite  was  very  bad,  but 
her  body  was  regular  3  pulfe  low  and  weak, 
but  not  too  quick.  She  was  direfted  on  her 
coming  in  to  take  an  ele6luary  of  the  peru- 
vian  bark  in  the  quantity  of  a  drachm  twice 
a  day,  to  take  twenty  drops  of  tin<5l.  theb. 
at  night,  and  to  drink  a  quarter  of  a  pint 
of  deco(5tion  of  rice  twice  or  thrice  daily. 
This  laft  was  changed  foon  after  for  tincture 
of  rofes,  of  which  fhe  took  about  three 
ounces  thrice  a  day,  with  fix  drops  of  tinft. 
theb.  to  each  dofe.  She  continued  in  this 
courfe  about  a  month,  with  little  alteration 
in  her  ftate  of  health.  May  the  30th,  fhe 
was  ordered  to  try  an  uterine  inje<5lion  made 
of  oak  bark  boiled  in  water,  with  the  addi- 
tion of  alum,  and  to  take  a  carminative  mix- 
ture, as  her  ftomach  and  bowels  appeared 
opprefled  with  flatulence.  June  the  loth, 
fhe  began  to  ufe  the  pump  on  her  hands, 

ftill 
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ftill  continuing  the  injeftion.  After  about 
fix  weeks  ufe  of  it,  a  clotty  fubflance  came 
away  with  it,  foon  after  which  the  difcharge 
ftopt.  Immcdiatelv  after  this  flie  was  or- 
de'red  to  bathe  in  the  Crofs  Bath  twice  a  week, 
and  to  continue  the  ule  of  the  dry  pump  on 
her  hands  daily.  Her  ftrength  now  began 
to  return  J  fhe  could  move  her  limbs,  and 
make  efforts  to  ufe  them.  Auguftthe  15th, 
file  complained  of  an  incontinence  of  urine, 
for  which  a  blifter  was  directed  to  the  os 
facrum,  which  foon  ftopt  it; 

September  the  i4tlv,  17^5,  fhe  was  dif- 
charged  much  better-,  it  being  judged  that 

-change  '^f  air  would  be  the  beft  remedy,'  fhe 
having  little  complaint  but  general  weaknefs. 
She  was  able  to  walk  about  the  wards  with- 
out any  fupport  whatfoever,  and  to  walk 

-  about  the  town  with  the  help  of  a  flick.  She 
could  drefs  and  undrefs  herfelf,  and  perform 
any  of  the  common  fun6lions  of  life.  Her 
appetite  was  reflored,  and  her  digeftion  good. 
Her  menfes  alio  had  appeared  regularly  for 
the  two  lafl  periods ;  Her  flay  in  the  hof- 
pital  was  nearly  five  months.

CASE  XVL 

Paralytic  Weakness  from  Arsenic  taken 

internally, 

MARY  CUNNINGHAM,  26  years  of 

age,  fervant  to  Mr.  Michell  of  , 

having  by  miftake  taken  a  quantity  of  arfenic 
inftead  of  cream  of  tartar,  was  immediately 
affedied  with  the  ufual  fymptoms,  thirft, 
violent  pains  in  the  bowels,  tremors  and  con- 
vulfions,  fo  that  her  death  was  expe6ted  for 
feveral  days.  After  fix  weeks  fuffering,  fhe 
was  admitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital,  in  the 
utmoft  ftate  of  weaknefs,  not  being  able  to 
walk,  and  having  loft  the  ufe  of  her  hands. 
She  was  admitted  December  the  14th,  1782, 
and  difcharged  in  May  1783,  much  better. 
During  her  ftay  in  the  hofpital  fhe  ufed  the 
Bath  waters  internally  and  externally,  with- 
out other  medicine.  In  November  1783, 
fhe  was  again  admitted,  and  difcharged  cured 
in  March  1784. 
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CASE  XVII. 

Paralytic  Weakness  from  Arsenic  taken 

internally. 

JOHN  BENFIELD,  aged  9,  and  PAUL 
BENFIELD,  aged  13,  two  brothers,  in  May 
laft  took  by  '  miftake,  a  quantity  of  white 
arfenic  in  bread,  which  had  been  mixed  with 
flour  for  the  purpofe  of  poifoning  rats,  and 
by  accident  mixed  with  the  meal  that  was 
made  up  into  bread  for  the  family.  As  no- 
thing of  the  kind  was  fufpecled,  and  the 
poifon  gradually  introduced,  the  bread  thus 
impregnated  was  continued  three  weeks,  and 
might  have  been  longer,  had  not  a  loaf  been 
borrowed  by  another  family,  and  there  pro- 
duced fuch  fymptoms  in  thofe  who  ate  of  it, 
as  caufed  it  to  be  fufpe6led.  The  father  of 
the  two  boys  mentioned  above,  perhaps,  as 
having  eaten  moft  of  the  bread,  died  in  great 
pain  about  eight  weeks  after  he  began  to 
take  it. 

The  firft  fymptom  of  diforder  perceived 
by  the  boys  was  violent  retching  and  vomit- 
ing, attended  with  great  forenefs  of  the  fto- 
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mach  and  belly,  together  with  much  thh'ft, 
and  drynefs  of  the  mouth.  In  about  three 
weeks  after  he  firft  began  to  take  the  poifoned 
bread,  the  eldeft  began  to  lofe  the  ufe  of  his 
limbs,  a  weaknefs  and  numbnefs.  beginning 
at  the  fingers  and  lower  extremities,  and 
proceeding  upwards.  It  was  remarkable, 
that  although  the  parts  fo  afFefted  were 
numbed  in  refpe6l  of  accuracy  of  feeling, 
they  were  very  fore  and  painful.  The 
younger  began  to  be  afFe6led  in  the  fame 
manner  in  the  courfe  of  a  week,  iji  about 
five  weeks  after  the  accident  they  were  ad- 
mitted into  the  Glocefter  hofpital,  where 
,they  flayed  until  they  were  taken  in  here 
October  tlie  i6th,  1786. 

When  received  into  the  Bath  hofpital,  the 
eldeft  was  juft  able  to  walk,  but  his  health 
in  other  refpe6ts  pretty  good.  The  younger 
was  coftive,  but  otherwife  his  health  toler- 
able: he  was,  however,  totally  unable  to 
fupport  himfelf,  or  to  make  any  efforts  to- 
wards it  even  when  aflifled. 

They  both  drank  and  bathed,  but  took  no 
other  medicine  fave  one  gentle  dofe  of  pur- 
ging phyfic  at  coming  in.    The  eldeft  is  now 
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(December  11,  1786)  much  flronger,  but  the 
younger  is  more  amended  in  proportion, 
being  able  to  walk  tolerably  well  without 
affiftance,  and  improves  daily. 

The  weaknefs  in  the  above  cafes  was  not 
local,  or  of  one  fide  more  than  another. 


CASE  XVIII. 
Palsy  from  Rheumatism. 

MARY  CLARKE,  aged  43,  having  for  fe- 
veral  years  been  fubjecSt  to  rheumatic  pains, 
afFe6ling  her  fhoulders,  arms,  hands,  feet, 
and  fometimes  her  ftomachj  about  three 
quarters  of  a  year  before  heradmiffion  into  the 
Bath  hofpital,  was  afFe6ted  with  a  violent 
colic,  which  was  followed  by  a  total  lofs  of 
motion  in  her  hands,  for  which  fhe  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  hofpital,  May  the  1 2th,  178 1  j 
after  having  been  ele6lrified,  and  ufed  various 
other  modes  of  relief  to  no  purpofe. 

Pills,  confifting  of  ten  grains  of  rhubarb, 
and  three  of  calomel^  were  given  her  at 
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iiight,  and  fhe  was  ordered  to  drink  the  Bath 
water  at  the  hot  bath  pump,  which  is  the 
water  always  drank  by  the  patients,  except 
the  phylician  attending  thinks  proper  to 
order  any  other.  After  drinking  the  water 
about  ten  days,  the  pills  were  ordered  to  be 
repeated,  and  their  ufe  continued  once  a 
week,  and  the  warm  bath  ordered  to  be  ufed 
twice  a  week.  After  continuing  this  courfe 
for  feme  weeks,  the  ufe  of  the  dry  pump  was 
added,  with  ftimulating  oils,  to  the  part  af- 
fe6i:ed.  This  courfe  was  interrupted  once  by 
a  cold,  once  by  a  purging,  once  by  a  flight 
fever,  and  once  by  the  application  of  blifters. 
Excepting  thefe  occafional  interruptions ;  by 
bathing,  drinking,  and  pumping,  the  patient 
was  difcharged  cured^  Nov.  7,  1781,  having 
been  in  the  hofpital  five  months,  three  weeks, 
and  four  days. 


CASE  XIX. 
Palsy  from  Rheumatism. 

SUSAN  BOSELY,  of  Yatton,  in  the  pa- 
rifli  of  Much-Marcle,  Herefordftiire,  aged  14, 
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was,  eighteen  weeks  before  her  admiffion  into 
the  hofpital,  feized  with  a  niimbnefs  at  her 
left  elbow,  with  (hooting  pains  that  extended 
to  the  ends  of  her  fingers ;  her  hand  and  arm 
were  cold  and  ufelefs,  and  fingers  contra6led. 
Before  the  diforder  fixed  in  the  left  arm,  the 
right  arm  and  knee  had  been  afFe6led;  but 
the  firft  complaint  was  in  the  left  foot  and 
knee,  attended  with  fwelUng.  Such  was  the 
flate  received  of  this  patient  at  the  time  of 
her  admiffion,  May  the  2d,  1782. 

She  was  ordered  a  common  folutive 
draught,  and  the  next  day  to  begin  drinking 
the  waters,  and  to  foment  her  arm  and  elbow 
in  the  hot  bath  water,  as  hot  as  it  could  be 
poffibly  procured]  at  the  hofpital,  daily.  She 
was  afterwards  ordered  to  bathe  twice  a  week, 
as  the  habit  had  been  generally  affected,  and 
at  night  to  take  a  drachm  of  volatile  tinc- 
ture of  guiacum. 

In  this  manner  the  patient  went  on  for 
fome  months,  when  a  cough  and  feverifh 
complaint  obliged  us  to  defifl.  As  foon  as 
the  ftate  of  health  would  permit,  the  bath 
was  again  ufed  twice  a  week,  and  the  daily 
fomentation .    Thefe  were  afterwards  left  off, 
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and  the  pump  ufed  daily  to  the  flioulder. 
Unguents  compofed  of  camphor,  opium,  and 
neat's-foot  oil,  were  ufed  alfo  to  the  part. 
At  laft,  by  the  ufe  of  a  liniment  compofed  of 
Bates's  anodyne  balfam,  and  thebaic  tinfture, 
equal  parts,  the  fingers,  which  had  obfti- 
nately  refifted  whatever  means  had  been 
ufed  before^  gave  way  after  two  or  three  em- 
brocations, and  the  patient  was  difcharged 
cured  the  nth  of  December  1782,  after  a 
continuance  in  the  hofpital  of  feven  months 
and  nine  days. 


CASE  XX. 
Palsy  from  Rheumatism. 

MARY  RAY,  of  the  parifli  of  Butleigh 
in  Somerfetfhire,  aged  45,  ill  three  months 
with  rheumatifm  and  lofs  of  limbs  by  fleep- 
ing  in  a  damp  bed,  was  admitted  Mdrch  the 
17th,  1783. 

A  feverifh  complaint  prevented  her  begin- 
ning the  ufe  of  the  waters  'till  the  31ft  of 
March,'  when  fhe  began  drinking  the  water, 
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and  bathing.  Bathing  was  foon  interrupted 
by  the  application  of  a  blifter  to  the  back; 
but,  when  that  was  healed,  fhe  returned  to 
the  ufe  of  the  bath  once  a  week,  and  a  ner- 
vous ele6luary.  This  plan  was  continued  to 
the  25th  of  June,  when  fhe  was  difcharged 
cured,  in  three  months  and  eight  days. 


CASE  XXI. 
Palsy  fucceeding  a  Rheumatic  Fever. 

EDWARD  ROWLINGS,  aged  26,  of 
Keynftiam,  Somerfetfhire,  admitted  June  30, 
1785.  Several  months  before  his  admiffion, 
he  was,  from  fatigue  and  expofure  to  wea- 
ther, feized  with  a  fever  of  the  rheumatic 
kind,  towards  the  clofe  of  which  he  had  a 
paralytic  attack;  which  principally  afFe6led 
his  arms  and  flioulders,  which  were  reduced 
to  a  ftate  of  great  weaknefs.  He  was  dif- 
charged Auguft  the  1 8th,  1786,  after  a  ftay 
of  feven  weeks,  cured.  He  took  a  gentle 
purgative  at  his  coming  into  the  houfe,  and 
about  30  drops  of  eflence  of  antimony  at  bed 
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time  every  night,  but  no  other  medicine. 
He  drank  the  waters,  and  ufed  the  bath,  and 
the  pump  to  the  parts  afFe6led. 


CASE  XXII. 
Palsy  from  dijiorted  Vertebra. 

WILLIAM  SMITH,  of  the  parifh  of 
Barnfley,  Glocefterfliire,  aged  41,  was  admit- 
ted the  8th  of  March  178  i,  with  a  paralytic 
weaknefs  of  the  back  and  lower  extremities, 
to  fo  great  a  degree  as  to  render  it  impolTible 
for  him  to  ftand  upon  his  legs,  or  rife  from 
his  chair.  One  of  the  vertebrae  of  his  back 
was  difplaced,  and  he  had  undergone  Mr. 
Potts  s  operation  in  the  Glocefter  infirmary 
to  no  effe6l. 

As  he  was  of  a  lax  habit,  he  was  put  upon 
the  dry  diet,  and  orderjed  a  volatile  liniment 
to  the  fpine  of  the  back,  with  the  common 
ufe  of  the  hot  bath  twice  a  week  3  and  once 
a  week  he  took  pills  containing  three  grains 
of  calomel,  and  ten  of  rhubarb.  This  me- 
thod, with  very  little  occafional  interruption, 
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was  continued  9  months  and  1 8  days,  and  he 
he  was  then  difcharged,  much  better. 

Auguft  the  1 5th,  1782,  he  was  admitted 
a  fecond  time,  and  after  an  uninterrupted 
courfe  of  drinking  the  waters,  and  bathing 
in  the  ufual  manner  for  feven  months  and 
eleven  days,  he  was  difcharged  cured^  the  20th 
of  March  1783. 

The  furgeons  of  the  Bath  hofpital  have  * 
not  been  inattentive  to  any  mode  of  rehef 
that  might  be  expe6led  to  affift  the  operation 
of  the  waters.  They  have  confulted  with 
Mr.  Potts  concerning  the  ifTues  he  recom- 
mends in  diflortions  of  the  fpine,  and  tried 
their  efFe6is  feveral  times.  And  the  refult  of 
their  experience  is,  that  they  are  of  opinion 
that  they  fometimes  have  affifted  the  opera- 
tion of  the  waters,  and,  at  other  times,  that 
they  have  not.  They  Ukewife  have  obferved, 
that,  where  the  diftortion  extends  to  feveral 
of  the  vertebrae,  the  cure  is  generally  more 
eafily  efFefted  than  when  the  fpine  receives 
a  greater  prefTure  by  its  being  confined  to 
one  or  two  only. 
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CASE  XXIII. 
Palsy  from  a  diftorted  Spine. 

CATHARINE  HITCH,  of  Temple  pa- 
rifli  in  Briftol,  4-3  years  of  age,  was  admitted 
the  2 2d  of  June  1785,'  with  the  lofs  of  the 
ufe  of  her  lower  extremities  from  a  diftorted 
fpine. 

After  taking  one  folutive  draught  by  way  of 
preparation,  fhe  was  direfted  to  ufe  the  bath  ' 
twice  a  week.  This  being  found  more  than 
her  ftrength  would  bear,  the  bath  was  con- 
tinued only  once  in  a  week,  and  a  Peruvian 
eleftuary  ordered  to  be  taken  twice  a  day, 
with  which  the  Bath  waters  are  drank  of 
courfe,  except  orders  are  given  to  the  con- 
trary. In  this  manner,  and  with  no  other 
medicine,  flie  went  on  to  the  2 2d  of  Sep- 
tember, when  the  pump  was  applied  to  the 
fpine,  Ihe  being  then  in  a  condition  to  fup* 
port  it ;  her  lower  limbs  were  alfo  pumped 
upon.  By  this  treatment  being  fo  far  re- 
covered as  to  be  able  to  walk  about  with  the 
help  of  a  ftick,  in  feven  months,  three  weeks, 
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and  three  days,  fhe  was  difcharged,  much 
better^  February  the  15th,  1786. 

This  patient  was  admitted  for  the  fame 
complaint  the  25th  of  April  1776,  and  dif- 
charged cured  upon  the  6th  of  November 
following. 

The  incurvation  of  the  fpine  in  this  cafe 
was  very  confiderable. 


CASE  XXIV. 
Palsy  from  external  Accident. 

^RICHARD  WOODWARD,  of  Tewkef- 
bury,  aged  26,  gave  the  following  account  of 
the  very  lingular  cafe  for  which  he  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  hofpital,  Sept.  19,  1783. 

As  he  was  defcending  a  ladder,  he  fell  with 
his  neck  upon  a  door  which  ftood  open,  his 
^head  being  on  one  fide,  and  his  body  on  the 
other.  This  caufed  a  violent  inflammation, 
for  which  he  was  admitted  into  the  Glou- 
cefter  infirmary.  When  the  inflammation 
went  off^,  the  mufcles  fupporting  the  head 
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eecame  paralytic,  by  which  means  his  head 
esll  upon  his  (houlder.  In  this  ftate  he 
.ame  to  us,  having  then  been  ill  of  the  pa- 
^alyfis  feven  montlis. 

^As  the  difeafe  appeared  to  be  local,  the 
ufe  of  the  bath  was  not  thought  neceflary. 
/After  a  purge  therefore,  to  take  off  any  ef- 
fFe6ls  of  his  journey,  the  pump  was  imme- 
ddiately  applied  to  the  part  affefled,  and  a 
Iftimulating  liniment  rubbed  in  afterwards. 
'This  courfe  was  continued  during  his  flay  in 
tthe  hofpital,  except  when  interrupted  by  two 
Iblifters,  which  were,  at  different  times,  ap- 
plied to  the  top  of  the  vertebrae  ;  and  when 
a  flight  cold  at  one  time,  and  a  feverifli  dif- 
pofition  at  another,  obliged  us  to  defift  till 
thefe  complaints  were  removed  by  medicine. 
The  water  was  alfo  drank,  and  bark  taken, 
except  when  the  cold,  or  feverifli  habit,  ren- 
dered them  improper. 

By  this  treatment  the  ftrength  of  the  muf- 
cles  was  reftored,  and  the  patient  difcharged*- 
cured,  January  the  21ft,  1784  j  his  refidence'^ 
in  the  hofpital  having  been  four  months  and 
two  days. 
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C  A  S  E  XXV. 

Palsy  from  external  Accident. 

WILLIAM  WATTS,  aged  26,  of  Wot- 
ton-Underedge,  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter, 
was  admitted  November  the  25th,  1780,  with 
a  paralyfis  of  the  lower  extremities,  and  a 
fuppreflion  of  urine.  He  was  healthy  in 
other  refpeSts,  and  met  with  this  misfortune 
by  a  fall  from  an  apple-tree,  occafioned  by  a 
limb  of  the  tree  breaking  as  he  was  fhaking 
the  apples,  and  he  unfortunately,  falling 
with  the  fpine  of  his  back  dire611y  upon  one 
of  them.  He  made  no  water,  but  by  the 
help  of  the  catheter,  before  his.  admiffion  to 
the  hofpital,  nor  afterwards. 

The  body,  being  coftive,  was  rendered  fo- 
iuble  by  the  Pil.  Rufi,  and  he  was  put  upon 
drinking  the  Bath  water,  and  bathing  in  the 
ufual  courfe,  which  he  continued  to  January 
22d,  1 78 1;  when  a  Simulating  liniment  to 
the  fpine  of  the  back  was  added,  but  without 
effedli  a  blifter  was  then  applied  to  the 
whole  length  of  the  fpine,  at  different  times. 
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Afterwards  he  was  dire6ted  to  take  the  ca- 
lomel pills  once  a  week,  and  a  bark  ele6luary 
twice  a  day,  wafhing  it  down  with  thirty 
drops  of  tin6lure  of  cantharides,  and  twenty 
of  fpir.  nitri  dulcis,  in  a  draught  of  Bath 
water.  He  afterwards  was  pumped  upon 
the  fpine  and  faerum,  and  continued  taking 
his  medicines  to  the  time  of  his  being  dif- 
charged,  much  better^  July  4,  1781,  feven 
months  and  nine  days  from  his  admifllon. 

December  the  i8th,  1782,  he  was  re-ad- 
mitted, the  debility  in  the  urinary  paflages 
continuing  the  fame 3  but  he  had  gained  fo 
much  ftrengtli  in  his  back  and  legs  as  to 
walk  two  or  three  miles,  with  the  affiftance 
of  crutches.  He  was  immediately  ordered 
the  ufe  of  the  bath,  to  drink  the  waters,  and 
to.  be  pumped  upon  the  os  pubis  and  lower 
parts  of  the  belly.  To  the  waters  were  foon 
added  thirty  drops  of  the  tinfture  of  can- 
tharides,. to  be  l;aken  twice  a  day.  By  the 
ufe  of  this  cpurfe  he  began  to  find  an  incli- 
nation to  make  water,  which  he  had  never 
done  before  fmce  his  accident,  and  enter- 
tained frequent  expe6lations  that  the  urine 
would  foon  flow  naturally ;  but  being  dil- 
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appointed,  a  liniment  was  applied  to  the 
parts  afFe£led,  made  up  with  tin6lure  of  can- 
tharides  and  ol.  viride,  and  the  following 
prefcription  was  followed  for  feme  time : 

R.  Sapon.  dur.  milleped.  liccat.  et  pulv,  a|i. 
Balfam  de  Copaib.  q.  f.  fiant  Pilulae  medi- 
ocres,  fumat.  iij  bis  die. 

Thefe  medicines  he  continued  taking  to 
the  time  of  his  difcharge,  with  the  free  ufe 
of  the  bath  and  pump  alternately,  as  far  as 
his  ftrength  would  admit;  and  he  was  dif- 
charged  jnuch  better ,  a  fecond  time,  being 
now  able  to  walk  without  his  crutches,  and 
had  foon  the  free  and  ftrong  ufe  of  his  limbs ; 
but  the  inability  of  difcharging  his  urine 
naturally  ftill  continued  to  refift  all  our  en- 
deavours of  relief.  The  poor  man,  how- 
ever, had  learnt  to  introduce  the  catheter 
himfelf,  which  made  his  life  much  more 
comfortable.  It  is  fomewhat  worthy  of  re- 
mark that,  when  the  paralytic  affedVion  was 
removed  from  his  limbs,  it  fliould  yet  remain 
fixed  upon  the  fecretory  organs  of  urine. 

He  was  difcharged  June  the  8th,  1783,  at 
the  expiration  of  fix  months  from  his  ad- 
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miflion,  according  to  the  hofpital  rules,  there 
being  no  probabiUty  of  his  receiving  any 
farther  benefit  from  the  waters  after  fo  fair 
a  trial  of  them. 


CASE  XXVI. 
Palsy  from  external  Accident. 

THOMAS  TIPPER,  of  Stowey,  near 
Pensford,  aged  46,  whilft  at  work  upon  the 
fide  of  an  houfe,  fell  to  the  ground  upon  his 
feet,  with  great  violence,  infomuch  that  by 
the  fall  his  knees  were  forced  againft  the  abdo- 
men fo  as  to  occafion  great  pain  in  that  part, 
as  well  as  in  his  feet;  the  ufe  of  which  he 
was  deprived  of.  In  nine  weeks  he  recovered 
the  ufe  of  his  feet,  but  loft  the  ufe  of  his 
arms,  in  which  ftate  he  was  admitted  the  8th 
of  April  1783. 

The  waters  were  direfted  to  be  taken  inter- 
nally immediately;  and  in  a  fhort  time  the 
bath  was  ordered  twice  a  week,  and  the 
flioulders  to  be  pumped  upon  the  interme- 
diate days.    This  brought  on  feverifti  heat, 

E  which 
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which  obliged  us  to  difcharge  him,  as  im- 
proper for  any  longer  ufe  of  the  Bath  water, 
June  the  4th,  1783,  having  been  in  the  houfe 
barely  two  months. 

This  cafe  is  mentioned,  to  fliew  that  other 
caufes  befides  the  ufe  of  cyder,  paint,  or  the 
fumes  arifnig  from  vitriol  or  other  acrid  fub- 
ftances,  entering  the  body  at  the  mouth  or 
noftrils,  and  vellicating  the  coats  of  the  fto- 
mach  and  bowels,  may  produce  a  paralytic 
affedlion  of  the  arms,  even  outwardly  ap- 
plied. In  fhort,  liy  whatever  means  the 
inflammatory  ftimulus  be  caufed  in  the 
ftomach  and  bowels,  the  effe6l  will  be  the 
fame  upon  the  arms. 


CASE  XXVII. 

Paralytic  Affection  of  the  x\rm,  in  con- 
fequence  of  an  Injury  from  Bleeding. 

SUSANNA  BRUNER,  aged  19  years, 
having  occafion  to  lofe  blood,  was  foon  after 
feized  with  a  paralytic  ftroke  in  the  arm,  in 
which  Hie  had  been  bled,  in  confequence  of 

which 
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which  fhe  was  fent  to  the  Middlefex  hofpital, 
where  every  medical  affiftance  was  given 
without  the  defired  efFe6l.  In  March  1782, 
feven  months  after  the  accident,  flie  was  fent 
by  the  faculty  of  the  Middlefex  hofpital  to 
the  General  Infirmary  at  Bath,  and  in  July 
following  was  difcharged  cured,  after  having 
continued  in  the  houfe  133  days.  During 
this  time  fhe  drank  the  waters,  bathed  twice 
in  the  week,  and  ufed  the  pump  daily.  This 
patient  had  no  fenfation  in  her  arm,  nor  any 
degree  of  its  ufe;  but  it  was  attended  with  a 
conftant  involuntary  motion :  eleftricity  was 
tried  in  this  cafe  with  fome  appearance  of 
fuccefs,  but  the  patient  often  declared  fhe 
thought  the  ufe  of  the  pump  afforded  the 
greatefl  relief,  during  the  progrefs  of  her  cure. 


CASE  XXVIII. 
Palsy  from  an  Accident. 

PHILIP  EYLES,  aged  65,  of  Bradford  in 
Wiltfhire,  was  admitted  into  the  hofpital, 

E  2  Odlober 
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October  the  loth,  1784.  About  a  month 
before  his  admilTion,  he  had  the  misfortune 
to  fall  from  a  confiderable  heigth.  When 
taken  up  his  left  fide  was  found  to  be  nearly- 
deprived  of  ftrength  and  feeling,  in  which 
ftate  it  was  when  he  was  brought  to  the 
liofpital.  His  health  in  other  refpedls  was 
good.  After  taking  a  dofe  of  gentle  purging 
phyfic,  he  was  ordered  to  bathe  twice  a  week, 
and  to  pump  the  fide  affefted  whilft  in  the 
bath.  This  regimen  fucceeded  fo  well,  that 
on  November  the  3d,  or  in  three  weeks  and 
three  days  from  his  coming  in,  he  was  dif- 
charged  cured. 


c  A  XXIX. 

Palsy  from  Lightning* 

THOMAS  FRANCIS,  of  the  parifh  of 
Cadoxon,  near  Neath,  in  the  county  of  Gla- 
morgan, aged  20,  was  admitted  February  the 
9th,  1785,  ill  ten  months  with  fuch  a  weak- 
nefs  of  his  lower  extremities,  that  he  could 
not  lift  his  legs  from  the  ground. 

This 
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This  man  was  a  failor,  apprenticed  to  the 
captain  of  a  merchant  fhip  belonging  to 
Neath,  which  failed  to  St.  Ives  in  Cornwall 
for  pilchards,  and  thence  to  .  the  Mediter- 
ranean, on  a  trading  voyage.  Upon  the 
i6th  of  April  1784,  the  pilchards  being 
unladen,  and  a  cargo  of  oranges  taken  in  for 
Ruflia,  whilft  the  fhip.  was  lying  at  anchor 
in  Gibraltar  bay,  he  was  by  a  fiafh  of  light- 
ning ftruck  down  upon  deck,  at  the  inftant  he 
was  preparing  to  go  up  the  fhrouds,  and  had 
one  hand  upon  the  ropes  for  that  purpofe. 
This  happened  at  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after 
one  in  the  morning  5  and  he  was  carried  into 
the  captain's  cabin,  where  he  remained  to-* 
tally  fenfelefs  till  four. 

At  the  time  of  this  (hock,  he  received  two 
large  wounds  upon  the  mufcles  of  the  neck, 
on  the  left  fide;  one  behind  the  ear,  the 
other  about  an  inch  below  it.  From  what 
appears  of  them  at  prefent,  the  uppermoft 
might  be  about  as  big  as  a  fhilling,  the  loweft 
the  breadth  of  half  a  crown.  His  hair  was 
fmged,  and  an  hole  appeared  burnt  on  the 
lide  of  a  red  woollen  cap  he  had  on,  of  the 
fize  of  a  fhilling  J  his  cloaths  alfo  fmclt 

E  3  ftrong 
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flrong  of  fulphur.  He  had  another  wound 
.'m  his  right  arm,  on  the  outfide  of  the  biceps 
mufcle,  juft  below  the  infertion  of  the 
deltoid,  and  the  Ikin  was  fcorched  the  length 
of  the  whole  arm.  When  he  recovered  his 
fenfes,  he  found  that  he  had  loft  the  ufe  of 
all  his  limbs,  and  could  not  rife,  or  turn  in 
his  bed  for  four  months.  The  day  after  the 
accident  the  fhip  left  the  bay,  and  proceeded 
on  her  voyage  to  Peterfburgh,  only  touching 
at  Falmouth  to  ftop  a  leak;  and  in  Auguft 
1784  the  patient  was  landed  at  Dublin, 
where  he  ftaid  three  weeks,  and  twice  ufed 
an  artificial  warm  bath.  He  had  then  fome 
ufe  of  his  arms,  and  could  lift  his  hands 
to  his  head,  but  they  fhook  and  trembled 
very  much,  and  he  had  no  kind  of  ufe  of  his 
feet,  or  legs.  He  was  then  carried  in  the  fhip 
to  Neath,  the  place  of  his  abode,  and  thence 
brought  to  Bath  in  the  February  following, 
after  ufing  the  cold  fea-bath  during  the  time 
he  continued  at  Neath. 

Upon  his  arrival  at  the  hofpital,  he 
was  ordered,  after  the  ufual  preparation,  to 
drink  the  water,  which  he  continued  to  the 
time  of  his  difcharge.  The  bath  he  cou  d 
bear  but  once  a  week.    He  had  fome  aflift- 
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ance  from  the  bark  and  gum  pills,  as  alfo 
from  embrocations,  and  the  hot  pump  upon 
his  loins.  He  was  difcharged  much  better , 
Auguft  the  24th,  1785,  able  to  walk  all  over 
the  town  with  a  ftick^  after  a  continuance  in 
the  houfe  fix  months  and  fifteen  days. 

As  the  nervous  fyftem  received  fo  much 
injury  from  a  flafh  of  lightning  in  the  pre- 
fent  cafe,  it  is  not  probable  that  it  will  be 
ftrengthened  by  ele6tricity.  And  indeed  we 
find  that  many  of  our  patients  who  have  re- 
ceived benefit  from  the  Bath  wa^iers,  have,  be- 
fore their  admiiTion,  had  various  experiments 
of  ele6lricity  made  upon  them  to  no  purpofe. 

This  patient  was  readmitted  the  6th  of 
Augufl  1786,  his  legs  being  then  weak,  and 
attended  with  tremors.  By  a  regular  courfe  of 
drinking  and  bathing,  together  with  the  appli- 
cation of  flimulating  ointments  to  his  knees 
and  ancles,  and  the  ufe  of  bark  and  antifpaf- 
modic  medicines,  he  is  much  ftronger  than 
when  readmitted,  and  is  now  in  the  houfe. 
But  whether  he  will  receive  a  compleat  cure, 
is  doubtful,  it  being  obferved  that  fhaking 
palfies  are  feldom  much  benefited  by  the  Bath 
waters.

C  A  S  E  XXX. 
Palsy  from  the  Effects  of  Lightning. 

THOMAS  LLOYD,  aged  42,  was  travel- 
ling in  July  1784,  during  a  fevere  thunder 
ftorm,  and  was  found  the  next  morning  lying 
on  the  road,  having  been  ftruck  down  by 
the  violence  of  the  lightning  during  the 
ftorm.  Having  lain  the  whole  night  on  the 
wet  ground,  he  was  taken  up  infenfible,  and 
paralytic  on  the  left  fide.  About  one  month 
after,  he  was  admitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital, 
where  he  continued  from  Auguil  the  14th  to 
January  the  15th;  during  which  time  he 
drank  the  waters,  and  bathed  after  the  ufual 
manner  in  fuch  cafes,  and  had  blifters  ap- 
plied to  the  parts  affected. 

As  this  patient  was  in  perfe6t  health  be- 
fore the  accident,  there  remains  no  doubt  of 
the  "lightning  producing  the  complaint  ^  he 
did  not  recoiled  any  one  circumftance,  but 
was  deprived  of  his  fenfes  inftantly,  without 
perception  of  pain,  lofs  of  motion,  numbnefs, 

or 
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or  other  fymptom.  He  was  difcharged  on 
the  day  above-mentioned,  fo  far  recovered  as 
to  refume  his  duty  as  an  excifeman,  which 
he  now  continues  in  London. 


CASE  XXXI. 
Palsy  fucceeding  an  Apoplexy. 

A  Servant  of  the  Rev  Mr.  Cooke,  of 
Thame  in  Oxfordfliire,  was  feized  with  pain 
and  dizzinefs  in  his  head  after  much  fatigue 
in  extreme  hot  v^^eather,  which  was  after- 
wards followed  by  a  paralytic  affection  of  the 
right  fide,  and  the  lofs  of  fpeech. 

He  was  admitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital 
in  this  ftate,  and  with  a  defeft  of  apprehen- 
fion  and  memory,  on  January  the  loth, 
1782,  and  was  difcharged  cured  on  February 
the  20th  following. 

During  his  ftay  of  forty-one  days  in  this 
hofpital,  he  took  no  medicine  excepting 
one  purgative,  but  drank  the  waters  and 
bathed  twice  a  week,  with  the  ufe  of  the 
pump. 

CASE 
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CASE  XXXII. 
Palsy  after  an  Apoplexy. 

WILLIAM  DAVIS,  aged  upwards  of  40, 
porter  to  the  Bath  hofpital,  was  feized  fud- 
denlyby  an  apoplexy,  July  the  10th,  1785. 
He  was  totally  infenfible,  and  lay  motionlefs, 
attended  with  fnoring,  and  other  evident 
fymptoms  of  an  apoplexy,  for  feveral  days. 

By  blifters  to  the  neck  and  arms,  muftard 
and  horfe-radifh  cataplafms  to  the  feet,  and 
ftimulants  adminiftered  internally,  as  he  re- 
covered ftrength  to  bear  them,  and  after- 
wards bracing  him  up  with  an  eleftuary  of 
bark  and  cinnabar  of  antimony,  and  drink- 
ing Bath  water,  he  had,  by  Auguft  the  25th, 
fo  far  regained  his  ftrength  as  to  be  able, 
contrary  to  all  our  expe6tations,  to  bear  the 
bath,  and  was  then  ordered  to  go  into  it  cau- 
tioufly,  the  diforder  being  then  a  compleat 
hemiplegy  of  the  right  fide.  He  foon  was 
able  to  bathe  in  the  ufual  manner,  twice  a 
week,  and  on  the  25th  of  06lober  following 
was  reported  as  cured^  -d^ViA  refumed  his  em- 
ployment 
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ployment  of  porter  3  in  which  office  he  ftill 
:ontinues,  with  only  a  fmall  halt  in  his  gait. 
He  was  three  months  and  nine  days  ill  from 
his  firft  feizure  to  his  recovery. 

This  cafe  is  particularly  fele6ted, 

ly?.  To  ihew  the  advantage  of  an  early 
ipplication  to  the  Bath  waters,  as  moft  of 
3ur  patients  do  not  apply  to  us  till  they  have 
tried  every  effort  for  recovery  in  other  hof- 
pitals,  and  have  often  laboured  under  their 
diforders  many  years. 

idly^  To  lliew  that  palfies  following  apo- 
plexies are  objefts  of  relief  by  the  Bath  wa- 
ters, notwithftanding  great  authorities  have 
fupported  a  contrary  opinion.  And, 

Becaufe  the  patient  has  been  through 
the  whole  courfe  of  his  diforder,  and  ftill 
continues,  under  our  infpeftion,  as  well  as 
that  of  the  public. 


CASE  XXXIII. 
Palsy  Jucceeding  Apoplexy. 

JACOB  PILLINGER,  a  freeftone  mafon, 
living  in  Lanfdown-road,  adjoining  to  Bath, 

aged

aged  50,  was  fuddenly  deprived  of  his  fenfes 
as  he  was  at  work,  and  when  he  recovered 
the  ufe  of  them,  found  that  he  had  loft  the 
ufe  of  his  left  fide.  After  being  ill  two 
months,  he  was  admitted  a  patient  in  the 
Bath  hofpital.  May  the  4th,  1784. 

By  the  ufual  courfe  of  drinking  the  water, 
bathing  twice  a  week,  pumping  the  affeded 
fide,  and  the  ufe  of  a  ftimulating  embroca- 
tion, he  was  difcharged  much  better,  Auguft 
the  I  ith  following,  being  then  able  to  work. 
He  continued  to  amend,  and  gain  ftrength 
in  his  arm,  till  he  was  perfedly  well;  andfo 
remains  to  the  prefent  time. 

This  is  very  often  known  to  be  the  cafe 
with  thofe  who  are  difcharged  much  better. 

The  continuance  of  this  patient  in  the 
hofpital  was  three  months  and  feven  days. 


CASE  XXXIV. 
Palsy  fucceeding  Apoplexy. 

ROBERT  ESCOTT,  aged  54,  of  Lacock 
in  Wiltfliire,  was  admitted  into  the  Bath 
hofpital,  Nov.  1 8,  1 784.

EDWARD  LIDIARD,  of  Didmarton, 
Gloucefterfhire,  aged  22,  was  admitted  De- 
cember the  i2th,  1783,  ill  fix  months  with 
a  paralyfis  of  his  lower  extremities,  which 
fucceeded  to  cc^pv^ulfion  fits,  occafioned  by 
hard  drinking, ' 

The 
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The  extreme  debilitated  ftate  of  this  pa- 
tient, attended  with  a  very  lax,  feverifh  habit, 
fwoln  legs,  and  a  confiderable  tendency  to  a 
dropfy,  rendered  it  neceflary  to  abftain  from 
the  waters,  and  adminifter  corroborating 
medicines,  to  the  13th  of  January;  when  he 
was  dire6led  to  drink  the  water,  but  was 
obliged  to  omit  it  again  to  the  2 2d.  He 
was  then  ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of 
tindlure  of  bark,  and  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of 
Bath  water  twice  a  day  3  and  February  the 
13th,  he  was  ordered  the  medicines  three 
times  a  day,  and  continued  them  to  February 
the  25  th,  when  the  dofe  of  the  water  was  in- 
creafed  from  a  quarter  to  half  a  pint  twice 
a  day;  and  March  the  8th,  continued  three 
times  a  day. 

March  the  27th,  the  ftrength  of  the  appe- 
tite and  conftitution  being  greatly  improved, 
he  was  ordered  calomel  pills,  containing  ten 
grains  of  rhubarb  and  three  of  calomel  once 
a  week,  they  having  been  given  before  occa- 
fionally.  April  the  7th,  a  deco6lion  of  bark 
with  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  was  di- 
re6led,  and  taken  three  times  a  day  to  the 
time  of  his  being  difcharged,  f wr^-^.  May  19, 
1784,  having  been  in  the  hofpital  5  months. 
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It  is  to  be  obferved  that,  on  account  of 
the  debihtated  flate  of  body,  attended  by  a 
tendency  to  a  dropfy,  and  a  diarrhoea,  and 
the  flomach  being  the  part  originally  af- 
fected, bathing  was  not  ufed,  but  the  waters 
were  ufed  internally  only,  affifted  by  bark 
and  othe,r  |;^qrroborating  medicines.

Pa l s y  Jucceeding  Fever. 

THOMAS  GIBBS,  of  the  town  of  Durf- 
ley  in  Gloucefterfhire,  aged  50,  had  an  ob- 
ftinate  coflivenefs  after  a  fever,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  admiflion  to  the  Bath  hofpital, 
29th  of  July  1782,  had  loft  the  ufe  of  his 
right-hand  four  months.  The  left  was  alfo 
w^eak,  and  was  afFe6led  at  the  fame  time 
with  the  right,  but  not  to  the  fame  degree. 

After  (Qlutive  draught,  this  man  was 
immediately  put  upon  drinking  the  waters 
daily,  bathing  twice  a  week,  and  pumping  on 
the  hand  afFedled  upon  the  intermediate  days. 
No  other  application,  external  or  internal,

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was  ufed,  except  a  ftimulating  liniment  to 
the  wrifts  ^  and  he  was  difcharged  cured  the 
1 8th  of  December  following,  having  been  in 
the  hofpital  four  months,  two  weeks,  and 
five  days.

Palsy  fucceeding  Fever. 

ANN  FARNELL,  aged  23,  of  Atcham, 
near  Shrewfbnry,  had  loft  the  ufe  of  her  lower 
extremities  totally  for  eighteen  months,  after 
a  fever,  and  was  admitted  at  the  Bath  hof- 
pital the  8th  of  March  1784. 

After  the  ufual  preparation  of  a  purgative, 
fhe  began  drinking  the  water,  and  continued 
its  ufe  to  the  time  of  her  quitting  the  hof- 
pital. Upon  the  i8th  of  March,  viz.  after 
fhe  had  drank  the  water  ten  days,  the 
ufe  of  the  bath  was  added  to  that  of  drink- 
ing the  water,  and  both  were  continued  to 
the  2d  of  June,  at  which  time  fhe  was  dif- 
charged curedi  and  has  continued  well  ever 
fince.

Palsy  fiicceeding  Intermitte-NT 

Wm.  reed,  aged  22,  froth  Brampton, 
Httntingdonfhire,  was  admitted  a  patient 
ihto  the  Bath  Hofpital,  June  24,  1784.  "His 
complaint  was  a  hemiplegia  of  the  right  lide, 
which  came  on  ajEier  feY,eral  attacks^  of  a  fe- 
vere  intermitting  fever.  He  was  very  weak, 
and  obliged  to  fupport  himfelf  with  a  crutch 
and  a  flick.  His  fpeech  and  fenfes  were  not 
affedled,  but  at  times'he  was  iubje6i:  to  head- 
ach.  His  health  in  other  refpefts  was  tole* 
rable.  To  relieve  the  head-ach,  he  had,  at 
his  coming  in,  fix  ounces  of  L'lood  takeii 

F  frora 
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from  between  his  fiioulders  by  cupping,  and 
a  gentle  dofe  of  purging  phyfic,  which  gave 
hi5  head  fome  relief.  He  was  alfo  diredted 
to  forbear  drinking  the  waters,  and  ordered  to 
ufe  the  pump  on  the  fide  affe6led.  On  July 
the  2d  his  head-ach  returned,  attended  with 
vertigo,  for  which  eight  ounces  of  blood  were 
diredlcd  to  be  taken  from  the  arm,  and  a  blifter 
applied  to  the  nape  of  the  neck,  which  was 
diredled  to  be  kept  running.  This  relieved 
his  head-ach  and  vertigo,  and  enabled  him 
to  ufe  the  bath  and  pump  with  little  inter- 
ruption afterwards. 

He  was  difcharged  much  better,  December 
22,  1784,  after  a  flay  of  twenty-fix  weeks. 
His  head-ach  and  vertigo  were  entirely  gone, 
and  his  ftrength  fo  far  increafed  as  to  enable 
him  to  walk  tolerably  well  with  two  flicks. 


CASE  XXXIX. 
Palsy  fucceeding  a  Putrid  Fever. 

THOMAS  ELWORTHY,  aged  40,  of 
CuUumpton  in  Devonfhire,  was  admitted 

February 


February  the  12th,  1785,  into  the  Bath  hof- 
pital,  for  a  paralytic  coip^laint  that  came  on 
after  a  putrid  fever/  liis^lower  extremities 
were  fo  weak  that  he  could  not  fupport  him- 
felf  without  two  crutches'^  and  his  arms  alfo 
were  much,  debflita ted. 

After  taking  a  gentle  purgative,  he  was 
dire£led  to  drink  the  Bath  waters,  and  to 
bathe  and  pump  the  parts  affefled  twice  a 
week.  He  alfo  took  every  night  at  "bed- 
time about  one-third  of  a  grain  of  eipetic 
tartar  to  promote  peripirationi  and  ieti  grains 
of  the  aromatic  pill  occafionally.  He  had 
likewife  a  blifter  acrofs  his  loins,  and  one  on 
his  right  knee,  during  the  running  of  which 
he  ufed  the  pump  three  times  a  week  in  place 
of  the  bath. 

On  June  9,  1785,  or  in  feveriteen  weeks 
from  his  admiflion,  he  was  difcharged  cuhd. 

He  had  regained  the  ftrength  of  his  legs 
and  thighs,  \yalked  perfe6lly  wtll,  and  his 
hands  and  arms  were  alfo  ftrong  and  a6li,ve.

Tremor  of  the  Leg  and  hY^^^  fuccceded  by  a 

Paralysis. 

LYbfA  REEVES,  aged  23,  of  the  parifh 
of  Greenwich  in  Kent,  was  affli6led  for  fome 
months  with  a  periodical  tremor  of  the  right 
leg  and  arm,.fucceeded  by  a  numbnefs  o^,  the 
parts  affe6led,  which  deprived  her  of  their 
•"jfe.  There  was  no  apparent  caufe  to  indyee 
this  complaint.  She  was  admitted  into  the 
Bath  hofpital  the  nth  of  April  1784,  drank 
the  waters  after  a  purge  had  been  given,  and 
bathed  twice  a  week.  Ele6lricity  was  tried 
without  any  good  efFeili  pills  with  myrrh 
and  affafoetida  were  given  twice  a  day,  wa»fhed 
down  with  the  camphor  julep,  and  a  volatile 
liniment,  with  tind.  thebaic,  and-  camphor, 
made  ufe  of. 

She  was  difcharged  cured^  on  July  the  7th, 
having  continued  her  courfe  of  drinking  and 
bathing  eighty- feven  days.

Hemiplegia  attended  with  Spasmodic  Apr 
FECTiON  of  the  Lower  Extremities. 

JANE  ORIEL,  aged  19,  was  feized  with 
a  paralytic  ftroke  on  the  right  fide,  attended 
with  difficulty  of  articulation:  her  legs  were 
generally  in  motion,  which  was  of  that  kind 
which  attends  the  Saint  Vitus's  dance  \  when 
moft  free  from  thefe  fpafmodic  afFe61:ions, 
her  head  was  confufed,  and  ficknefs  came  on 
in  the  ftoraach;  the  catamenia  very  irregulj^r, 
and  deficient  in  quantity.  She  was  admitted 
a  patient  in  the  Bath  hofpital,  from  Wells 
in  Somerfetlhire,  June  the  28tb,  1782,  and 
was  difcharge^  curedy  Auguft  the  28th  fpl- 
lowing. 

During  her  ftay  in  the  houfe  for  thefe 
fijfty-ane  days,  fhe  drank  the  waters,  bathed 
twice  a  week,  and  took  an  ele6lu^ry  with

Paralytic  Affection  of  all  the  Limbs, 
with  Loss  of  Speech. 

JOHN  NEWMAN,  25  years  of  age,  was 
feized  with  a  paralytic  ftroke  after  fevere  duty 
as  a  ftiarine  in  1781,  which  deprived  him  of 
the  ufe  of  all  his  limbs,  attended  with  lofs 
of  fpeech  j  and  his  mental  faculties  greatly 
afFe6led.  After  having  been  a  patient  in 
Portfmouth  hofpital  for  fome  time,  he  was 
admitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital,  06lober  the 
25th,  1783,  under  fo  general  a  ftate  of  weak- 
nefs  as  to  require  his  being  fupported  by 
flraps  in  his  chair,  and  unable  to  articulate. 
Having  been  in  the  houfe  two  or  three 
months  without  apparent  benefit,  he  was 
goin^  to  be  difcharged  as  incurable;  but  the 
nurfe  having  obferved  fome  flight  appearance 
of  amendment,  he  was  continued  in  the 
houfe,  and  daily  increafed  both  in  ftrength 
and  power  of  motion.  At  the  end  of  fix 
months,  his  improving  ftate  of  health  induced 

the 
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the  faculty  to  prolong  his  ftay,  beyond  the 
ufual  time.  As  his  ftrength  increafed,  fome 
efforts  towards  articulation  took  place  i  he 
made  attempts  to  fing,  and  after  fome  weeks 
pronounced  feveral  words  diftin6lly. 

So  remarkable  and  gradual  an  improve- 
ment occafioned  his  being  continued  till  May 
1 78 5  J  at  which  period  he  was  able  to  walk 
about  the  town  with  one  ftick,  converfed  in- 
telligibly, and  had  the  perfe6t  ufe  of  his  men- 
tal faculties. 

After  his  difcharge  he  wrote  feveral  letters 
replete  with  grateful  acknowledgments  of 
the  benefit  he  had  received. 

During  his  ftay  in  the  hofpital  a  general 
eruption  appeared  on  the  (kin,  which  feemed 
to  favour  his  recovery. 

This  patient  perfevered  in  the  ufe  of  the 
Bath  waters  internally  and  externally,  for 
nineteen  months,  excepting  the  time  of  the 
eruption,  for  which  he  took  a  cinnabar  elec- 
tuary \yith  abforbents.

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CAS  E  XLIII. 

LYTIC  AFFEcrion  frm  an  unknown  Caufe. 

SARAH  ALRIQ,  aged  35,  was  admitted 
into  the  Bath  hofpital  for  a  contraftion  in 
her  hand,  attended  with  great  pain  all  up 
the  arm,  and  with  Ibpie  degree  of  fwellingj 
in  other  I'efpefts  in  good  health  j  after  ufing 
the: waters  from  March  1771  to  July  24, 
1 77 1,  ftie  was  difcharged  cured. 

She  was  re-admitted  for  a  paralytic  weak- 
nefs  of  the  left  fide  in  December  1774,  and 
difcharged  cured  in  June  1775. 

This  patient  was  re-admitted  a  third  Ximt 
in  January  1783,  and- difcharged  cured  in 
July  1783,  of  her  paralytic  return  of  weak- 
nefs  and  contraction,  by  the  ufe  of  the  pump 
and  drinking  the  waters.  The  laft  time  her 
feet  were  contra6led  to  a  great  degree. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve,  that  in 
this  cafe,  the  patient's  recovery  happened  each 
time,  from  the  ufe  of  the  Bath  waters  during 
the  warm  fpring  months.

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CASE  XLIV. 
Palsv  from  710  affignabk  Caufe. 

WILLIAM  OKEY,  whofe  father  keeps 
the  Saracen's-Head  inp  in  Glpcefter,  ag^d  i3, 
ill  eight  months  with  a  weaknefs  in  hisf 
wrift  and  arm,  by  which  his  hand  became 
pendulous,  and  entirely  ufelefs,  was  admitted 
the  20th  of  September  1785.  The  diforder 
began  by  a  pain  in  his  little  finger  of  the 
fame  hand,  without  the  leaft  inflammation, 
and  attended  by  a  black  fpeck  at  the  fecond 
joint.  He  appeared  to  be  a  robuft  ftrong 
man,  but  at  the  time  of  admifiion,  com- 
plained that  his  knees  were  fo  weak  as  almoft 
to  make  him  apprehenfive  they  would  give 
way  under  him. 

He  had  been  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Chejlon 
at  Gloucefter,  who  had  ufed  the  artificial 
warm  bath  at  the  infirmary  there,  afiifted  by 
ftimulating  embrocations,  and  every  other 
means  that  ingenuity  and  attention  could 
fuggeft,  to  preclude  the  neceflity  of  this  per- 
fon  coming  to  Bath,  but  without  elfcd. 

Upon 
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Upon  his  admiffion,  he  was  immediately 
put  upon  a  courfe  of  bathing,  drinking,  and 
pumping  the  part  afFe6led,  and  ordered  a 
ftimulating  Hniment  to  the  wrift  and  arm. 
He  required  nothing  farther  than  the  ufual 
hofpital  attendance,  and  was  difcharged  cured, 
the  24th  of  May  1786,  his  hand  and  confti- 
tution  being  perfectly  reftored  to  their  full 
ftrength,  in  eight  months. 


CASE  XLV. 
Paralysis  of  the  Muscles  o/'Deglutition. 

DINAH  STOKER,  aged  52,  ill  feveral 
years  with  a  paralyfis  of  the  mufcles  of  deglu- 
tition, was  admitted  the  1 3th  of  March  1 78 1 . 
Tins  patient  had  been  in  the  hofpital  in 
1765,  for  the  fame  complaint,  and  was  then 
difcharged  06lober  the  2d,  7nuch  better. 

When  fhe  now  applied  for  relief,  (he  could 
not  get  down  the  leaft  particle  of  folid  food, 
neither  could  Ihe  fwallow  liquids.  GelUes, 
or  gelatinous  fubftances,  dilfolving  in  her 
mouth,  were  her  only  means  of  fupport.  As 
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fhe  could  not  fwallow  liquids,  the  Bath  wa- 
ters were  of  no  ufe  internally,  neither  would 
her  weak  ftate  permit  their  application  ex- 
ternally. 

In  this  fituation  fhe  was  dire6lcd  to  re- 
"Ceive  frequently  the  vapour  of  a  decoftion  of 
horfe-radifti  and  muftard-feed  into  her  mouth 
and  throat,  and  to  apply  the  fame  externaily, 
and  to  put  a  bit  of  lenitive  decluary  into 
her  mouth,  and  let  it  diffolve  gradually,  in 
order  to  remove  a  coftive  habit.  When  fhe 
was  recovered  from  the  fatigue  of  her  jour- 
ney, a  blifter  was  applied  to  her  throat  j  and 
when  that  was  dried  up,  the  Hot  Bath  pump 
wa'S  applied  to  the  part,  and  a  ftimulating 
gargle  ufed  frequently  internally.  By  thefe 
means  aptlise  were  thrown  out  in  the  mouth 
and  throat,  which  being  removed  by  tlie 
ufual  methods  of  prefcription  in  fuch  cafes, 
a  blifter  was  applied  to  the  top  of  the  verte- 
brae, and  a  decodtion  of  bark,  warmed  with 
the  tin6lure,  given  to  ftrengthen  the  debili- 
tated habit.  As  the  original  complaint  he* 
came  better,  the  diforder  affefted  one  arm,  to 
ivhich  a  blifter  was  applied  with  fucce/s,  and 
A  confequent  pain  removed  by  an  anodyne 

baJfam. 
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balfam.  By  this  time  fhe  was  fufficiently 
ftrengthened  to  bear  the  ufe  of  the  bath, 
which  fhe  went  into  twice  a  week  to  the 
time  of  her  difcharge,  being  all  the  time  fup- 
ported  by  a  deco6lion  of  bark  and  fnakeroot, 
with  the  tindure  of  bark.  She  left  the  hof- 
■pltal  cure  J,  July  i8,  1782,  after  a  refidence 
of  three  months  and  five  days. 


CASE    XL  VI. 

General  Paralytic  Affection,  without 
any  affignable  Caufe. 

WILLIAM  DURSTON,  aged  22,  of 
Axbridge,  Somerfetfhire,  was  admitted  into 
thehofpital,  November  3,  1784.  His  com- 
plaints were,  much  pain  in  his  fide,  back, 
and  limbs,  attended  with  a  great  degree  of 
weaknefs,  particularly  of  his  hands.  He 
had  a  confiderable  pain  in  refpiration,  his 
appetite  was  fmall,  his  digeftion  but  indif^ 
ferent,  and  his  general  health  bad.  He  had 
however  no  fever,  and  his  body  was  regular. 

After 
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After  taking  a  gentle  purgative,  he  was 
diredled  to  bathe  twice  a  week  in  the  Crofs- 
bath,  and  after  bathing  to  rub  the  part  that 
was  moft  pained  with  a  ftimijliint  embroca- 
tion compofed  of  tin6lure  of  cantharides  and 
fpirit  of  fal  ammofliac.  He  alfo  took  four 
outices  of  a  warm  infufion  of  horfe-radiftl 
and  muftard-feed  twice  a  day,  arid  a  fpoonful 
now  and  then  of  lac  ammoniacum  for  his 
Iweath. 

December  13,  being  rather  feveriih,  aad 
his  pains  being  tfoublefofne,  lie  was  bled  td 
about  eight  ounces,  had  a  fmall  blifter  on 
his  neck,  and  took  fome  antimonial  medi- 
cines.  He  foon  recovered  of  his  fever,  but 
tht  feverity  of  the  weather  prevented  his 
bathing  again  until  January  the  14th,  when 
a  fimiJar  courfe  to  that  mentioned  above 
Was  refumed. 

On  May  •the  i8th,  after  twenty-eight 
weeks  flay,  he  was  discharged  cured.

THOMAS  NIGHTINGALE,  aged  30, 
of  Watford  in  Hertfordfhire,  was  admitted 
into  the  Bath  hofpital,  December  4,  1784. 
His  complaint  was  general  weaknefs,  being 
but  jaft  able  to  walk  with  a  flick,  a  conftant 
trembling,  particularly  of  his  hands,  which 
was  very  great.  His  fight  was  very  dinl, 
and  he  had  a  confiderable  degree  of  vertigo. 
His  body  was  coftive,  but  his  appetite  and 
digeftion  pretty  good  j  he  had  no  fever  or 
heat,  and  his  pulfe,  though  weak,  was  regular 
and  moderate. 

After  taking  a  gentle  purgative,  he  was 
ordered  to  drink  the  waters  daily,  and  to 
bathe  twice  a  week,  and  to  ufe  the  dry  pump 
to  his  arms,  hands,  and  feet,  on  the  days  he 
did  not  bathe.  He  alfo  took  ten  grains  of 
the  aromatic  pill  occafionally,  and  the  bulk 
of  a  nutmeg  of  a  warm  eleftuary  of  muftard 
and  ginger  twice  a  day.  On  July  20,  1785, 
he  was  difcharged  cured.

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CASE  XLVIII. 
Hemiplegia  without  any  ajjignable  Caufe, 

JOSHUA  CLUTTERBUCK,  of  Eafmg- 
Iton  in  the  county  of  Glocefter,  aged  26,  was 
jadmitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital  on  Nov.  20, 
1784.  About  three  months  before,  when  in 
igood  health,  he  was  fuddenly  feized  with  a 
iweaknefs  of  his  whole  right  fide,  attended 
with  numbnefs  and  coldnefs  of  the.  weak 
jparts,  which  were  alfo  very  painful.  He 
was  juft  able  to  walk,  though  very  feebly. 
IHis  health  in  other  refpe6ls  was  good.  After 
1  taking  a  gentle  purgative,  he  was  ordered  to 
(drink  the  waters,  and  pump  the  parts  afr 
Ifefted  every  day ;  and  to  take  four  ounces  of 
:a  warm  infufion  of  muftard  and  horfe-radilh 
(once  a  day,  and  a  fmall  quantity  of  an  anti- 
imonial  powder  at  night  to  promote  perfpira- 
ttion,  as  his  fkin  felt  harfti  and  dry. 

December  the  17th,  he  complained  of  a 
[pain  and  vertigo  of  his  head,  and  was  or- 
^dered  a  blifter  to  the  nape  of  his  neck,  and 
tto  take  a  gentle  purgative,  and  to  omit  the 
^water  and  pump. 

December 
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December  the  24th,  his  pahi  contmuing, 
he  was  ordered  to  apply  fix  leeches  to  his 
temples,  and  to  take  about  one-third  of  a 
grain  of  tartar  emetic  twice  a  day  for  fome 
days. 

January  5,  1785,  he  again  began  to  bathe, 
pumf ,  and  dritik  the  Water,  which  he  ton- 
tinned  till  February  the  4th,  mending  daily; 
when  his  pain  returning,  he  was  bled  to 
eight  ounces,  took  a  gentle  purgative,  and 
had  the  blifter  on  his  neck  repeated. 

Feb.  18,  fome  pain  of  his  head  remaining, 
he  was  bled  to  fix  ounces,  which  gave  him 
relief.    He  alfo  took  a  gfentle  ptlrgative. 

Feb.  21,  he  began  to  bathe  and  pump 
^gaiii  with  great  advantage;  and  on  March 
9th,  1785,  after  fifteen  weeks  flay,  he  was 
difcharged  cund. 

The  aboVe  cafe  affords  a  remarkable  in- 
ftance,  that  pretty  coniiderable  evacuations 
may  be  nfed  during  a  courfe  of  the  Bath  wa- 
ters, without  deftroying  their  good  effefts. 

The  patient  was  thrice  bled,  took  four 
dofes  of  purging  phyfick,  befides  what  eva- 
cuations were  procured  by  the  antimonials, 
and  had  two  blifters.   Yet  bating  the  fymp- 

toms 
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toms  that  feemed  to  require  thefe  remedies, 
his  health  was  in  a  progreffive  ftate  of  im- 
provement from  the  time  of  his  admiflion, 
till  his  difcharge. 


CASE  XLIX. 

Hemiplegia  without  any  vjfigfiable-  Caufe . 

BETTY  MERCHANT,  aged  40,  of  Char- 
ter-Houfe-Hinton  in  the  county  of  Somerfet, 
was  admitted  into  the  Bath  hofpital,  Feb. 
6,  1786,  for  a  palfy  of  her  right  fide,  which 
came  on  about  fix  weeks  before.  When  ad- 
mitted fhe  was  a  perfe6l  cripple,  unable  to 
move  or  ftand,  or  help  herfelf  in  almoft  any 
refpe6l.  Her  limbs  too  were  afflifted  with 
vehement  pain,  her  health  in  other  refpecls 
not  much  affefted.  -  She  was  directed  to 
drink  the  waters  daily,  to  bathe  twice  a 
week,  and  to  take  four  grains  of  Cayenne 
pepper  daily  made  into  pills.  She  took  no 
other  medicines,  and  was  difcharged  cured 
May  17,  1786,  after  fourteen  weeks  flay. 

G  When 
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When  difcharged,  fhe  walked  home  to 
Charter- Houfe  Hinton,  which  is  five  miles, 
and  was  a6live,  and  had  the  perfe6l  ufe  of 
her  limbs. 


The  following  CASES  were  feledied  too  late  to 
be  placed  in  their  regular  Order, 

CASE  L. 
Palsy  attended  with  Sciatica. 

JAMES  FISHER,  of  St.  Martin's,  Weft- 
minfter,  aged  30,  ill  three  years  with  a  fcia- 
tica,  or  what  at  the  hofpital  is  ufually  called 
^  hip  cafe,  was  admitted  June  the  27th, 
1 78 1.  He  had  totally  loft  the  ufe  of  the 
leg  affedted,  and  could  not  move  but  by  the 
alliftance  of  crutches. 

As  this  patient  was  feverifhi  it  was  necef- 
fary  to  abftain  from  the  ufe  of  the  waters 
entirely  till  the  fever  was  removed  by  me- 
dicine j  when  this  was  effected,  the  warm 
bath  was  ordered  twice  a  week,  and  con- 
tinued 
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tinued  till  the  furgeons,  finding  that  the  fever 
was  removed,  and  no  inconvenience  arifing 
from  the  ufe  of  the  bath,  thought  proper  to 
dired  the  dry  pump  to  the  hip  and  leg  daily, 
or  as  often  as  the  patient's  ftrength  would 
bear  it ;  and  that  a  ftimulating  ointment 
fhould  be  rubbed  in  i  the  water  was  alfo  or- 
dered to  be  drunk  at  the  fame  time.  In  this 
manner  things  proceeded  to  September  the 
3d,  when  a  coftive  habit  rendered  it  necef- 
fary  to  order  the  lenitive  ele6luary.  This 
brought  on  a  diarrhoea,  which  required 
aftringent  medicines  occafionally  to  reftrain 
it  5  camphor,  and  other  antifpafmodic  medi- 
cines, were  alfo  ufed  on  account  of  fpafmodic 
rigors,  which  often  afFe6led  the  patient,  efpe- 
cially  in  the  night,  which  are  not  uncommon 
in  fuch  cafes,  but  are  rather  unfavourable 
fymptoms.  However,  the  fix  months  pre- 
fcribed  by  the  rules  of  the  hofpital  for  the 
extent  of  the  patient's  refidence  being  ex- 
pired within  a  day  or  two,  and  his  diforder 
being  much  better^  he  was  difcharged  as  fuch  \ 
December  the  1 9th,  1 78 1 . 

He  was  re-admitted  the  loth  of  July  1782. 
He  wa$  now  much  better  than  when  dif- 
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charged,  having  more  fleOi  upon  the  affe6led 
leg,  and  more  ufe  of  it.  The  bath  twice  a 
week,  the  pump  once  a  week,  and  a  ftimula- 
ting  ointment  to  the  part,  were  now  dire6led, 
and  their  ufe  perfifted  in  all  the  time  he  then 
refided  in  the  houfe,  except  once  when  a 
bhfler  was  applied  to  the  hip.  The  anti- 
fpafmodic  medicines,  as  before,  were  ordered 
occafionaliy,  and  a  lin6lus  for  a  cough.  No 
other  medicine  was  taken,  and  he  was  dif- 
charged  a  fecond  time  much  better^  December 
the  4th,  1782,  having  refided  in  the  hofpital 
four  months,  three  weeks,  and  five  days. 

February  the  12th,  1784,  this  patient  was 
admitted  into  the  hofpital  a  third  time,  hav- 
ing gained  fo  much  ftrength  after  his  laft 
difcharge  as  to  be  able  to  walk  with  one 
ftick  only,  whereas  when  before  difcharged 
he  had  parted  with  only  . one  of  his  crutches. 

After  the  ufual  preparation,  the  bath  was 
ordered  three  times  a  Week,  but  it  occa- 
fioned  a  fever,  which ,  required  the  lancet  as 
well  as  medicines  to  remove  it.  March  the 
1 8th,  the  bath  was  ordered  twice  a  week,  but 
omitted  upon  an  eruption  appearing.  This 
ibon  went  off,  and  the  bath  was  again  ufed 
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until  the  time  of  his  leaving  the  hofpital, 
three  times  a  week,  when  he  was  difcharged 
cured,  May  the  19th,  1784,  having  been  in 
the  hofpital  this  laft  time  three  months  and 
feven  days. 

This  cafe  is  a  ftrong  inftance  of  the  bene- 
fits to  be  expefted  from  attention  and  per- 
feverance  in  the  ufe  of  the  Bath  waters.' — 
That  medicines  could  not  efFe6l  a  cure  may 
be  fairly  concluded  from  the  patient  having 
been  ill  three  years  before  his  admiflion  to 
the  hofpital;  and  that  the  waters  alone  could 
not  obtain  the  defired  end  is  evident,  by  the 
neceffity  of  medicines  to  remove  the  fever 
raifed  by  the  effects  of  the  waters. 

Another  thing  to  be  obferved  is,  that  the 
patient  recovered  ftrength  during  the  time 
the  ufe  of  the  waters  was  intermitted.  This 
frequently  happens ;  and  inflances  might  be 
given  where  the  waters  have  appeared  to 
have  no  influence  over  paralytic  limbs  during 
the  time  of  their  application,  and  yet  the 
patients  have  recovered,  without  ufmg  any 
other  application  after  their  return  home. 


CASE 
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CASE  LI. 

Palsy  without  any  affig7iahle  Caufe, 

MARY  BISS ACER,  aged  45,  of  the  town 
of  Wottoii-Underedge,  Glocefterfhire,  was 
admitted  the  i8th  of  Auguft  1782,  ill  eleven 
weeks  with  a  paralyfis  of  the  left  hand,  and 
weaknefs  and  atrophy  of  the  left  arm. 

This  patient  had  been  admitted  into  the 
Bath  hofpital  the  27th  of  September  1778, 
for  a  rheumatifm,  which  then  chiefly  affected 
the  fame  arm.  She  was  then  difcharged  much 
better y  December  the  30th  following,  and 
after  her  difcharge  became  perfeftly  well. 

Upon  the  prefent  occafion  her  firft  attack 
was  in  the  tongue,  when  fhe  continued 
fpeechlefs  for  the  fpace  of  eight  hours.  In 
a' few  hours  aftewards  fhe  recovered  the  free 
ufe  of  her  tongue,  when  it  was  difcovered 
that  fhe  had  loft  the  ufe  of  her  left  arm. 

After  the  ufual  preparation,  the  waters 
were  taken  internally,  and  the  bath  ufed. 
The  bath  was  afterwards  omitted,  and  the 
pump  ufed  to  the  hand  and  arm,  with  ftimu- 
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lating  liniments,  occafionally,  as  her  furgeon 
dire6ted.  Notwithftanding  the  daily  ufe  of 
the  pump,  and  every  other  effort  that  could 
be  fuggefted,  the  fingers,  which  were  rigidly 
contradted  to  the  hand,  remained  immove- 
able j  but  upon  the  application  of  equal  parts 
of  Bates's  anodyne  balfam,  and  thebaic  tinc- 
ture, they  gave  way,  and  the  patient  was  dif- 
I  charged  aired^  March  the  12th,  1783,  having 
been  in  the  hofpital  fix  months,  three  weeks, 
and  four  days. 


CASE  Lll. 

Palsy  without  any  afjignahle  Caufe. 

THOIVIAS  POLLARD,  of  Weflwood, 
inear  Crediton,  Devonfhire,  ill  five  years  with 
'weaknefs,  numbnefs,  and  coldnefs  of  the 
iright  hand  and  arm,  was  admitted  the  15th 
< of  November  1784.  The  diforder  came  on 
Ifuddenly,  without  any  afTignable  caufe. 

The  bath  was  ordered  twjce  a  week,  and 
!the  water  direfted  to  be  drunk  daily.  The 
idiforder  being  chiefly  local,  the  bath,  after  a 
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few  trials,  was  omitted,  and  the  ufe  of  the 
pump  direded  three  times  a  week,  with  a 
ftimulating  liniment.  This  courfe  was  con- 
tinued, with  the  ufe  of  the  bath  once  a  week, 
to  the  time  of  the  patient's  difcharge,  25th 
of  May  178 5,  when  he  vyas  fent  home  cured, 
greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  waters,  and  con- 
trary to  the  expeaations  of  all  his  atten- 
dants. He  had  been  in  the  hofpital  fix 
months  and  ten  days. 

iV  B.  It  is  proper  to  obferve,  that  the 
whole  of  the  Cafes  above  defcribed  occurred 
fmce  the  year  1780.
